between two large maples to his left and bad the proud satisfac¬ 
tion of seeing a few feathers float away as the bird fell headlong 
to earth, shot through and through by the concentrated charge. 
The dog dropped quickly to shot, retrieving the bird at command, 
aDd was soon searching tbe ground In advance. Pushing still 
further up the little ravine the sportsman succeeded In bagging 
three more woodcocks, and then regaining the trail betook his 
way toward the appointed rendezvous at the rock.

Already the members of the Greenwood Club were In love with 
this wild, free life, and longed for still wilder scenes and 
more thrilling adventures, which they had In due season, as 
he who bears patiently yet awhile, may learn. 

CHAPTER Ill. 

ONE nil’s TROUT AND PICKEREL FISniNG.

The members of the Greenwood Club had dually reached the 
head of the Nepigon river, after surmounting obstacles and re¬ 
joicing in various adventures; from the time we left them quietly 
enjoying a glorious noon-day meal at the head of Lake 
Emily, until, four days later, the hardy sportsmen had passed in 
succession the lovely lakes and rusbiug rapids, which was, for 
the most part, avoided by transporting canoes and luggage by 
land to stiller waters above—through Duck lake, Lake Jessie, 
Lake Marla, Pike lake, Lake of Five Islands, Lake Emma, and 
others of mtoor importance, at slow if not easy stages, and at 
last reached the head of the river, as stated, forty-five miles dis¬ 
tant from the bay, into which Its clear, cold waters debouched. 
Not the least interesting and inspiring object In their course had 
bceu the Virgin Falls, a delightful cascade, three miles below 
their camp, which was located upou a point sheltered by tull 
forest trees, and overlooking, from its snug position on the hill¬ 
side, the broad, mirror-like surface of Nepigon lake, with its 
varied shores, its tall headlands, low strand, numerous bays, and 
islands, its calm expanse that recedes as far as the eye could per¬ 
ceive, to the verge of the horizon, makiog an “inland sea" of 
great magnitude, almost rivaling the great lakes, into which its 
cold walers, and those streams tributary to it, are borne by the 
mighty Nepigon. 

It was at daybreak, the second morning after the arrival of the 
party at the lake. Sunday, the day previous, being passed in 
quiet reading and rest by all—and the scene wa« such as the 
delightful poet above quoted has so glowingly depicted. The 
lake was perfectly tranquil, not the slightest zephyr stirring its 
surface, and it lay in its primitive beauty, like a huge mirror, re¬ 
flecting the varied scenery along the shore, and the blue vault 
above, iu which a few fleecy clouds only were to be seen. Ab the 
sun rose the effect was heightened, aud from every rock, crag, 
and tree along the beach were reflected In the depths beneath In 
“counterfeit presentiment” so true to uature that the eye 
could scarce distinguish the dividing line between the real object 
and its image. All were astir before the first rays of the sun had 
shot athwart the sylvau aUles of the forest, and after an early 
breakfast, prepared for a cruise among the islands in quest of 
trout and pickerel. The plan of procedure for the day was 
speedily resolved od. Harry Hunter, Col. Hardy, and Jerry- 
Stalker, with the Indian, were to fish below the falls, while Frank 
Fowler and James Greenway In one of the smaller canoes, and 
John Briggs with ForeBt Jake in the other, Ashed about the 
lake above, for pickerel and bass. The keen, bracing atmos¬ 
phere, laden with the fragrance of balsam and hemlock, cools 
the brow and is inhaled as a cordial, bringing vigor and buoy¬ 
ancy to the frame. 

“Ah! Hunter, thlB is magnificent,” said Hardy, addressing that 
personage as they carefully set the light canoe afloat on the placid 
surface of the lake. “This beautiful sheet of water which is 
scarcely inferior in size to Lake Erie, has been known to the 
American public only a few years, though the trappers and em¬ 
ployes of the Hudson’s Bay Company have been familiar with it 
for generations, and the Indians long ago christened it in their 
own dialect 1 Deep Clear-Water Lake,’ that is Nrpiyon, as the 
whites have abbreviatedit. It was in 1866, l believe, that the 
first positive information was given to the outside world of the 
location, size and character of this grand lake by a Mr. Herrick, 
of the provincial survey.” 

"How large is Nepigon Lake?” luquired Hunter of the speaker. 

“From all appearances It might be a real sea, an archipelago, 
such as we And described in our geographies.” 

“By Jupltorl you have the idea exactly as it strikes me. This 
1 b neither more or less In my opinion than an Inland sea, being 
fifty miles In width and extending to the northward seventy 
miles, and studded "as you perceive, with almost countless Islands 
of every form and description. When a fierce gale rages, the waves 
beat upon the shore, bb I am told, with a roar and fury second 
only to Superior, though It Is now as quiet and unruffled as a 
mountain tarn in a calm.” 

“I think the river almost as remarkable In Its way as the lake,” 
replied his friend, “as Its rapid, deep, strong current, and bold, 
abrupt banks, all serve to make It oue of the most magnificent 
streams I have ever beheld, to say nothing of the tront fishing, 
which we now know by experience is the best in America. Have 
you any Idea what the height of Nepigon Lake Is above Lake Su¬ 
perior?" 

“Something more than three hundred feet, I believe, if the 
gentleman st Red Rock informed me correctly,” said Stalker, 
to whom Hardy referred the question. “He stated that the fall 
of the rapids at Long Portage was one hundred and thirty-seven 
feet, which is about twelve feet descent to the mile; and at One 
Mile Portage the fall Is forty-five feet, wblcb Is,with the exception 
of the same distance from the head of Virgin Falls, down the 
river, the steepest descent on the river.” 

“I have always considered It strange that thlB superb tront 
stream, which is now acknowledged the finest on the continent, 
should remain so long unknown to the adventurous and enthusi¬ 
astic anglers of the United States. Hallock’s “Fishing Tourist,” 
recently published, first attracted my attention toward this stream, 
and is, I think, the first book to describe the magnificent troutlng 
of the Nepigon.” 


“How long ago did the first white man fish here?” Inquired 
the Colonel, turning to the Indian guide. 

“How I’dunno; heap long, many moons ago white man come up 
here, hunt, trap ; pull out fish, too, when want ’um eat. No use 
feather-hook or clatter-line (click reel). Have heavy pole, cut 
'um down; big line, use worm, little fish bait 'um. Few moons, 
come white man—use light pole, many pieces—featheHiook— 
clatter line—catch plenty fish. Use ’um guns, fast shoot—like 
here,” pointing to the Parker gun and Winchester rifle, which lay 
in the canoe. 

“Ah t so I thought, fly-fishing has never been practiced here 
until within the past few years, probably not more than three or 
four. All the trout taken previous to that time were caught with 
the primitive aud clumsy tackle of the trapper, not for sport, but 
merely to furnish food for the voyageurs. 

Thus conversing, they passed down the stream, which here 
widens and embraces many islands of surpassing beauty, and ere 
the falls were reached the trout might be seen rising in all direc¬ 
tions, breaking the clear surface Into tiny wavelets, and then 
“plashing deliciously back In the spray.” 

At the head of the falls the Indian drew the canoe ashore and 
from the Bhelter of an adjacent thicket pulled forth a fine birch- 
bark eanoe, light and graceful on the water as a swan; and this, 
with the assistance of Hardy, ho carried below the falls by the 
Flat Rock Portage to the deep waters at the foot of the cascade; 
Hunter and Stalker bearing tbc fishing tackle and guns. 

Here tbc three sportsmen began fishing In fine style. Hardy, 
who was no novice In riding a frail birch bark, taking the canoe, 
and his companions securing such positions as seemed must favor¬ 
able on shore, farther down the stream. The stalwart Indian pro¬ 
pelled the canoe, guiding it with light sweep of the paddle like a 
real thing of life. After making a few casts and taking two or 
three trout of average 6ize, Hardy observed a huge trout spring 
from its native element perhaps fifteen yards distant, and seizing 
its winged prey again dash back into the rippling water. With a 
deft hand be cast bis leader toward the spot an Instant later, and 
as the “mimic fly" touched the surface, the same monarch trout 
rose and took the false lure, making a little swirl in the rupld 
current as he darted dowuward. Col. Hardy was well aware of 
the size and streugh of the bold biter, having seen him only an 
iustant previous, and well knew that the greatest cautiou aud 
dexterity waa necessary to secure it. Not ouce did he allow the 
taut line to slacken, or the game fish to recuperate its fast falling 
strength. With practiced hand he controlled the headlong rush 
of the flab, the Indian meanwhile keeping the canoe iu its proper 
position, that the trout could not become entangled by running 
beneath it, and when, half an hour after hooking the trout, the 
keen angler drew it to the side of the frail craft, and 

the dusky guide gently passed the landing net beueutb 
him and placed the fish gasping and exhausted upon 
the grass in the bottom of the canoe, great drops of 

perspiration stood upon the brow of Tom. Hardy, wbo de¬ 

clared lie had seldom hooked a more garney Ash, even among its 
more noble congeners, the salmon. Drawing his pocket scale 
forth he held up the beautiful trout, and with a loud cheer pro¬ 
claimed to Stalker, further down the stream, “An eight pounder, 
by Jove! The largest speckled trout by full three pounds that I 
ever caught”—and his vociferous cheer made the forest shores 
ring to the echo. His friend sent back a bearty cheer of con¬ 
gratulation, and a few minuteB later his own line was caught with 
a wild tug and a swift almost uncontrollable rush that betokened 
a monster trout. Stalker stood in a position 111 calculated to play 
and subdue an adversary of such strength, and as the line rapidly 
sped out, despite the strong resistance of rod snd reel, he was 
forced to call to the Colonel: “Heave to with yourcauoe, Hardy, 

I believe that I have hooked the kiug trout of the Nepigon. Give 
me a place in your blrcb bark, and tf I do not bring him to boat 
It will be because there is no virtue in a stout, rod, braided line, 
and best Limerick hooks." “All right, we will be with you in a 
minute,” responded he, plying his paddle with a will, though half 
believing that his young friend had far over-estimated the size 
and power of the fish. Meantime, the gallant trout made the 
reel sing as he dashed down the stream, until, just as the canoe 
reached him, Jerry had checked the fish, and turned its head 
against the swift current. “That’s the Btyle,” said Hardy, “keep 
him headed up stream and you will soon drown him; but if he 
once gets the line fonled, beware, or you will lose both rod and 
fish. " “Shades of Walton! I hope not, I have 6et my heart on 
getting this fish, and, by Jove,I’ll dolt, too, or forever renounce 
trout-fishing.” 

“Hold Jerry I make no rash vows, for I assure you older aDd 
more experienced anglero than you would consider the coDteat 
about evenly balanced—whether the trout be brought to basket, 
or whether he break line or rod and escape. And if you lose 
him, why It’s no more than might almost be expected.” 

Stalker, who was ere this fairly aboard the canoe, gave no 
answer, as thejtrout after a fierce straggle had again started down 
the stream, and the energies of the now thoroughly determined 
angler was turned to the capture of the magnificent fish. The 
light birch bark canoe, guided by the strong arm and unerring 
eye and hand of the savage, aided not a little In controlling the 
various moods of the fish, and even then at times, it appeared that 
the fiery prey would break the tackle despite the utmost efforts 
of Stalker, backed by the judicious advice of his friend Hardy. 
At times, almost the last.foot of the line would be spun off the 
reel by the swift rush of the booked trout, when the angler would 
advance the butt of the rod which bent like a willow under the 
severe strain. Checking the fish and regaining a few yards upon 
the reel, the gamey adversary would dart off again at a tangent, 
several times nearly fouling the line, but finally the noble trout— 
game to the last—thoroughly' exhausted, aud half drowned, was 
deftly placed in the canoe by the Indian. 

“I believe you have fairly beaten me,” rapturously exclaimed 
Tom Hardy, as he lilted the superb trout and gazed on It with a 
critical and admiring eye. “This fellow will weigh full nine 
pounds, or I miss my guess.” And so It proved; for upon testing 
the weight of the fish, It turned the scale at a trifle above that— 
and Stalker waa for the time in a transport of delight. The sport 
was continued with varying success, the anglers, upon a few 
occasions, having three fishvupon droppers and leader at once— 
and when the suu was waning toward the western horizon the 
keen eye of the Indian detected signs of an approaching storm, 
whereupon they hastened camp-ward with ail speed. To any 
save the practiced eye and ear of the savage no sign of a coming 
storm could be detected; but there was a heaviness in the air and 
a peculiar murmur among the foliage which the child of nature 
read as plainly as could his companions the portend of thunder 
and lightning. They had traversed scarce half the distance to¬ 
ward camp before the near approach of a storm waa visible to all 
eyee. Off to the northeastward the sky near the horizon assumed 
a dull, leaden color, which mounted rapidly toward the zenith, 
accompanied by a rushing, moaning sound peculiar to the fierce 
thunder showers of this latitude.

As 
they neared the camp, they perceived with feelings of satisfaction 
that their comrades had preceded them, and that the prep¬ 
aration necessary had been made. A trench of slight depth was 
dug on the hillside above to carry off the water on either side; 
the tent pins and ropes securely fastened, while, as further protec¬ 
tion, the large rubbers were stretched over the tops of both tents, 
and a large bundle of dry twigs and leaves placed under shelter. 
The tempest waa almost upon them. Far to the northward a 
long stretch of white, seething waves were visible on the lake, 
and above the sky was covered as with a pall, while the hoarse 
roar of the wind became every instant nearer at hand. From 
within the shelter of the tents the sportsmen beheld it sweep 
onward, and as the fierce Btorm came upon them the billows iu 
swift succession broke upon the strand below, with a roar not 
unlike Niagara Never before bad they encountered a tempest 
like this.

The storm continued In its fury per¬ 
haps half an hour, and then died away as suddenly as it came. 
The bright sun flashed through a rift in the rapidly disappearing 
clouds, and a few minutes after, shone with its pure bright lustre 
unobseured, as it hung low in the West, and soon disappeared, 
leaving a halo of golden light upon the mountain tope. The air 
was delightfully refreshing, and the anglers grouped about the 
cheerful bloze, fresh kindled, before the tents, with the back¬ 
ground of dark forest, and the lake with its billows rolling unre¬ 
strained upou the shore, all tinted by the last rays of the setting 
suu, formed a delightful scene. The enthusiasm of the sports¬ 
men when Forest Jake, in his backwoods vernacular, informed 
them that he had discovered fresh aud indisputable sigus of cari¬ 
boo that afternoon, may be imagined, and with one accord they 
decided upon a grand hunt on the morrow, particularly as fishing 
would be Impracticable. The cool night breeze from the lake 
wooed all to refreshing slumber, and quiet soon settled o’er the 
little eueampment at Nepigon Lake.

American ami English Horses. 


The question of breeding high-cawteblood herses from British strains 
in America seems to me to go hand-in-hand with the development of 
Hat racing in that country, a* without It it would be impossible to teat 
the apeea and endurance of ihe tborough-breda reared in their own 
territory or imported from England by our transatlantic conelns. The 
lluion ia prosperous, aud can command ample funds for stakes, and, if 
need be, for betting, for where racing exists there ulao will be wagering 
on it; neither, however, ought to form a primary consideration. The 
improvement of the breed of dr^t-clas* horses should be the main ob¬ 
ject, and to gain this the horses should not be run at too early an age. 
fciquine contests hi the early days of horse-racing were carried out more 
with the view of arriving at just coucluaiona as to ihe relative merits of 
the horses competing lhau for the value of the stakes, while betting, 
as far as can be ascertained, waa transacted on a very small scale, con¬ 
sequently the blood horses of the period I allude to were not called 
upon to compete for turf honors before their physical powers were 
matured by nature; lorcing tbelrgrowth, in fact, in order to run them 
at a tender age for heavy stakes was never resorted to, and It is moet 
likely that to this fact we owe what stoutness or staying powers (un¬ 
happily yoar after year diminishing), which the British race horse of 
the present day possesses. To get money, and get it quickly,is the main 
object in every profession or calllug nowadays iu fiuglaud. Racing 
forme no exception to this rule; money first, and the horse aflerwards, 
is the present turf motto. Consequently, our juvenile blood stock have 
their powers unnaturally called upon by highly stimulating food, such 
as crushed oats and beans mixed with new milk, and also clover bay in 
quantities sufficient for a weight-carrying banter for six or seven 
years old in top fettle, the object, or course, being to enable the 
owner to bring to the post a big, slashing colt, with great speed, at two 
years old. As I have elsewhere ventured to point out, the Inevitable 
result la ruinous reaction upon the vital powers of the animal, prema¬ 
ture old age. and decay of that vigor and robust health which alone 
will euuble the horse to beget stout aud hardy progeny. Nature never 
Tails to revenge any Infringement of her laws; and calling in mere in¬ 
fancy npou the digestive organs of a young blood horse by giving him 
food upon which only animats of treble his age should be fed is mani¬ 
festly an error certain ultimately to culminate in mischief in the shape 
of disease of some of the iuteroal organs. The late Admiral Roua pro¬ 
nounced an opinion that early raciDg was necessary to teach a young 
thoroughbred to gallop. Granted the existence of five furlong spine, 
and everybody at all conversant with the subject will concede at once 
that, of necessity, a horse competing in such races must be quick on bis 
pine in getting away, and at top speed in a few strides— racing, in fact, 
from end to end—otherwise hiB chance will be out. Bot, admitting the 
soundness of the Admiral's dictum as regards pace, it is beyond doubt 
that what we have gained in the speed of our race horses daring the 
two past decades we have lost in stamina. If, then, flat racing is to be¬ 
come an institution effective and popular In the United States and 
Canada. It Is to be hoped that the sportsmen of those countries will 
avoid the error of runolng their horsee at two years old. Keep is 
abundant and cheap in America, aud therefore those wbo have at heart 
the reproduction of the British thoroughbred in an Improved form, I 
submit will do well to abstain from running their young blood horses 
until they are at least three years old. As to their being taught to gal¬ 
lop, if they are carefully handled, mouthed and backed in their second 
year, when another twelve months are passed quite as much action and 
rapidity in starting can be gotont of them as could be obtained a year 
eooner, while their bones, muscles and tendons would have acquired 
more firmness and power of standing wear and tear. Coming now to 
the question of training, 1 maintain that, to successfully contend 
In mis country with our first-class racers. It is indispensable 
that horses bred in America from Engll-h sires and dame should 
be got fit by men wbo have served a regular apprenticeship 
to their craft at Newmarket, or some similar school of learning it. 
The acateneea of perception and promplltade of action of men of every 
calling in the laud or the star-spangled banner are proverbial ail the 
world over, nevertheless, the difficnll science of training race horses 
can only be mastered by men who begtn as boys in establishments 
which are ruled over by such workmen as Uayhoe, the Dawsons,Goater, 
and others, who continually bring to the post winners of great public 
stakes, because as regards proficiency in the business, the old adage. 
"The proof of the podding is in ihe eating,” bolds good to the letter. 
A horse, let him be made as fit as his powers will admit of, is not 
bouod to win. But let him be the best animal of bis day. In pedigree, 
co. stltntlon, and action naturally, it la a moral certainty If he is not 
fit he will be no manner of use to an even Inferior animal that bos un¬ 
dergone good and careful preparation. So to prepare him Is a trade 
that requires not only head piece and thinking power on the part of the 
trainer, bot, In addition, years of practical experience. A man. wbo la 
a good Judge of shape, make, and action In a horse, and is a shrewd, 
close observer, may easily, after three or four years study of the way In 
which race-horses are trained in England, or, nowadays, In France, per¬ 
suade himself that he knows all about the business, and a^ree that to 
strip a horse for a race In top fettle Is a very simple business, which 
means keeping the animal right, as regards the atale of his lungs, 
stomach, and other Internal great organs; hie skin healthy, denuding 
him Internally and externally of all unnecessary adipose matter, hard¬ 
ening bla muscular fiber by regular, steady work, and getting his gal 
loping action well out, while his legs and sinews are not overdone. All 
the foregoing matters are of vital Importance as regards success; but 
they are not all that ia requisite. Before a mmu can take flret-clasi rank 
as a iraloer be mast have bad veers of experience In comparing the rel¬ 
ative merits of a great number of race horses, and I hue, by close ob¬ 
servation, be able to judge exactly not only to what plotb the animal be 
is treating will bear winding up, but also, when the horse is as fit os he 
can be got. In whatcompshy he can hold bis own. I repeat, this nice 
acumen can only be acquired by years of actual study in places 
where bio d horses of every strain come ander the observation 
of the man deat'ous of becoming thoroughly proficient at 
bis business, for in places where the tratner sees only a 
few horses, be be ever so sharp or watchful, he may be 
woefully mistaken In the estimate of bla capabilities, 1 /the trainer 
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o you like tueir t r ti Hoping r 1 naven i. sewn mem gonop yet, wbb 
j reply, ‘"but Id al'out three or four weeks you shall see them gallop; 
jy are only clamberlug along now, and fighting the air.’* The officer 
v them gallop uuder his trafoer’shandling, aua while he retained the 


possesses all the above-named desiderata to his calling, be Is master 
of It. If he lacks them, be has only that most dangerous thing, a Utile 
knowledge. As an Instance of how much abroad a man, otherwise a 
good Judge of condition generally, maybe as to a horse's fitness for 
racing, I recollect some yean ago, In India, a case In which an officer, 
who was a great enthusiast on the matter, purchased the best horses 
money could buy. He trained them himself, but scarcely ever pulled 
off a stake worth having, although he bad a very strong stud. He In 
vited me to go to his training place and see bis hordes at work. Hav¬ 
ing had exceptional opportunities of seeing what high training meant. 

I perceived the first morning I saw his team at work that their pace 
was far from being got out, aud having told him so frankly, recom¬ 
mended him to employ a professional English trainer. 1 believe he 
was a good deal chagrined, but nevertheless he acted upon my advice, 
and secured the services of a jockey who had ridden the winner of a 
memorable Derby, and quite an artist In training. Buing in the neigh¬ 
borhood at the time, he arrived at the officer’s quarters while 1 was 
there. The first rooming he saw the team out the owner asked him, 
“Well, what do you thing of my lot?” “First-class,“ was the reply. 
“Do you Ilka their gtilloplngr' “I haven't seen them gollop yet," was 
the r

talented jockey In his service he landed nearly every big stake run for 
on that side of India. I submit, then, that to stand a fair chance of 
success Id running American bred horses lu competition with the 
racers of this country, it is indispensable that those who train them 
should have been educated to their craft In England. One result of 
such tutoring, lu my opinion, most likely Is that the transatlantic 
horses woula be worked upon turf, and not upon dirt tracks, which, 
altbough good for getting out trotting action, cause a horse trained on 
them to go too high In his gallop to give nim a fair chance in contend¬ 
ing with the daisy clipping thoroughbreds In Euglaud. As regards 
Jockeys, I believe the right wsy to ensure having capable lads up woald 
be to engage thoroughly competent head men from Newmarket, and 
with them a lot of steady, promising boys, who have been well 
grounded In their business, and make it worth their while to take ser¬ 
vice in America. Of eucb workmen In the pigskin there is a super¬ 
abundance In ibis country, whereas In America, although there are 
plenty of men good riders In other respects, there are very few who 
know how to extend a tborooghbred so as to make the most 
or his stride. Under the tuition of a good English head man, 
and from the examples of smart boys taken out with him, 
there is no good reason why in the coarse of a few years, America 
might not produce as competent jockeys as we have io this country. 
The boys across the Atlantic are not a whit behind ours in uluck aud 
Intelligencers we have seen in tbeir rowing and other athletic exer¬ 
cises, while, as a rule, they have this great advantage to fit them for 
jockeys, namely, they are small of bone, aud, therefore, less likely than 
most of our youngsters to become too heavy to draw the right weight 
without wasting, a process which baa proved fatal to many or our crack 
riders Small boned, wiry lads, sacb as some famous jockeys 1 can 
mention, were, when they commenced their brilliant turf career, all 
the stamp to make jockeys of, and there are more of them. In my 
opinion, in the States than there are in England, where nothing is more 
common thau to see boys, otherwise well qualified to become good 
jockeys, grow into weight that precludes the possibility of their draw* 
lug the required weight without serious injury to their health. Granted, 
then, the proper ph\sique—good seat, good handa, and judgment of 
pace would come with practice, under careful tuition, and In due course 
America would possess capital jockeys of her own, without Bending 
abroad for them. Of course, the lads selected must possess a love of 
horses, which is prevalent enough across the Atlantic, and. although In 
northern states generally men are more given to driving than riding, 
tike taste for proficiency in the saddle among people having the dash, 
enterprise, and perseverance of the natives of the great republic, once 
created, would rapidly prodace good workmen. With the right strain 
of blood, then, Id sires and dBms for their race horses, careful study In 
breeding, knowledge of the arcana of training, and good lads to ride, 
there seems to be nothing to prevent America from holding her own ou 
the turf, as she already does with her trade or middle-class horses. 
Traveling now further north, and, considering the suggestlbns of the 
Canadian writer as regards government aid to breoding in the Domin¬ 
ion, I believe most men interested In the subject will thoroughly ondorse 
the writer's ideoa. Canada already boasts of a breed of most useful, 
wiry horses, and such encouragement as could well be given to raclog 
by pecuniary aid from the government in the way of stakes, would 
have the effect of causing breeders to go in for raising a 
first-class stamp of thoroughbred the natural coosequeuce 
being that the entire breed of horses In the country would in due 
course, be vastly improved, and a most lucrative branch of commerce 
In equine stock, a) road y inaugurated, be developed to an extant highly 
beneficial both to the Dominion and to European countries, England 
especially. There is, however, another mode In which state aid in the 
encouragement of horse breeding might be judiciously and profitably 
employed, namely, in the establishment of government studs, such as 
are so successfully worked in France, Germany and Austria. The Idea 
has been mooted and fully discussed In all its bearings of forming such 
studs in England and nothing baa been brought forward to show why 
they might not be quite as successful In this country as they are on the 
continent Nothing, however, but dlscoeslon baa as yet ceme of the 
matter, despite the difficulty our war antboritles encounter In buying 
remouul horses of good quality at anything like a moderate price, and 
the rapidly Increasing demand for trade horses by the general public. 
Now, it is manifest that state breeding stods could be easily formed 
and most beneficially carried on In Canada. Land is cheap enongb, 

S asturage and forage good, plentiful, and far less expensive than in 
nglana. The right sort of men to manage the stads are ready to hand 
on the ground, labor reasonable as to wages, and tbe sires and dams for 
breeding to be procured at any moment Why, then, should notour 
government or that of the Dominion, form haras for supplying the old 
country with cavalry and artillery remounts. If for no other purpose? 
At the prices that horses are rising to at home, it is only reasonable to 
suppose that before long we shall have to look to Cauada or the States 
for the greater part of our remounts. The sending of them to England 
must, of course, for some time to come, be left to private enterprise In 
Canada, which we know has already In the past year sent to this coun 
try and to France some strong batches of most serviceable horses. 
But if state stads were formed In the Dominion &t once, in five years or 
less we could be supplied wltb Bny amount of troopers for the mounted 
branches of our army at a far more reasonable price than we are now 
compelled to pay, and thus a considerable proportion of tbe strain upon 
our equine producing resources would be aeuslbly diminished, cansing 
a corresponding redaction in the price of home-bred horses. The rea¬ 
sons lor tbe Inauguration and working in tbe Dominion of such studs 
as 1 speak of seem logical and feasible. Let ns hope then, that, as was 
the case last Sammer as regarded the exportation from America to 
England—in consequence of a series of articles that appeared In the 
columns of Bell's Life, which is read in every quarter of the world— 
the humble suggestion of the writer of this article may meet the eye of 
some man of mark and power In the Dominion, who, having at heart 
the encouragement of horse breeding in both conntrles, may well weigh 
and consider the advisability of tbe plan herein proposed, and that at no 
very distant time the idea may bear good frnlt In the formation of state 
remount studs in Canada.— Picador In Bell's Life.

Report of the Tennessee Fish Commissioner. 

Mr. George F. Akers, tbe newly appointed commissioner on 
fisheries for tbe state of Tennessee, has made bis first report to 

the Governor, from which we make the following extracts: 

“Having no appropriations, and Inefficient laws, I desire to call yonr 
attention to the conclusions I have formed upon the subject of flab and 
tbeir calturo in Tennessee. The adaptability of our streams aud cli¬ 
mate to tbeir production and the possibility of re-eupplying onr streams 
with their primitive abundance—I will say that the watershed climate 
of our state are as favorable to fish culture as any I know in the Unton. 

I regret to say tbe most of them bave been despoiled of their finny 
treasures by the ruthless and unnecessary slaughter by lazy sportsmen 
aud pot hunters, who use the net, seine, gig. spike, gun, trap, grab- 
hooks, and every conceivable destructive meaus or killing. 

This is not generally for prudent and exhilarating sport, or for profit, 
but for an unreflecting propensity, which seems to be natoral with 
those who engage lu it without reference to present uses or to future 
supply. In this way it has come that few of our streams, especially In 
Middle and West Tennessee, have sufficient in them either to supply 
our tables, or to reward tbe exertions of the eager and Industrious 
angler. 

To remedy this condition of affairs, two things are required— First, 
absolute protection from the wanton destruction of flsb ir. the waters 
ot Tennessee, and second, tbe re-slocklDg of our streams and lakes. 
Time, by slow process, would re-supplv, iu many years, tbe original 
stock of native fish, except such varieties as ha e been wholly anni¬ 
hilated But this cannot be assured while tbe destructive agencies 
which destroyed them an- perm)' ted t » conti ini' . 

We want, lu ihe first place, a stringent law for tbe protection of flab 
in all the streams. 

In the next place, we want a speedy restocklug of tbe streams and 
lakes wltb live flab, no matter bow small. 

Tbe propagation of fleb by artificial methods, as has been discovered 
and proven of late years, Is bo Interesting, and eo simple, and so cbeap, 
that streams may be re-snpplied with an appropriate species of fish with 
little trouble and cost. 

The artificial taking of eggs and their fecundation is known to be aa 
easy and sure as the planting a lettuce or a tobacco bed. 

Toe stales of Conuectlcut and New York took the lead In this bnsl- 
ueBS and the United States, deeming the subject of enfflcienl import¬ 
ance, have appropriated money aud established batching houses for tbe 
purpose of aiding tbe people iu obtaining re supplies nr tbe lost and 
Introducing new varieties of those suited to the waters, into the streams 
of tbe country. From this source tbe Cumberland and Tennessee rivers 
bave been supplied wltb shad. Virginia aud other states have adopted 
tbe same system and are doing grand work for tbeir destitute streams. 
These batching booses, it is carefully computed, procure from 95 to 98 
per cent, of tbe living fish from the whole number of eggs obtained. 
You will see, therefore, when it Is desirable to stock streams that are 
deficient, the advantage of the artificial method is about 95 to lover 
tbe natural coarse of things. 

Even liberally deducting for tbe dcelrnction of the small living fish 
after they are turned loose to shift for themselves In tbe rapidity of re¬ 
stocking streams and lakes the ratio of the artificial method woald be 
as from 50 to 75over the natural. 

You can make the calculation as to the difference of time required by 
tbe two I would, therefore, suggest tbe passage of a law securely pro¬ 
tecting the fishes in all the waters of Tennessee. The appointment of a 
fish commission of three persons and the establishment of, say three or 
more, hatching houses for the artificial p'opagailoo of fish. The duties 
of tbe commissioners should require them to see to the faithful exe¬ 
cution of the protective fish laws, to distribute fish from the batching 
honBes to the streams that are deficient, and see that it la properly per¬ 
formed and applied. 

I feel assured that tbe cost would be almost infinitesimal compared 
wltb tbe Immense benefit derived from it by tbe people of our slate at 
large. 

1 c«>nld go at much greater length into detail, but 1 trust tbe full 
knowledge of tbe members of tbe General Assembly on tbe subject 
will suggest all that is proper tube done in the premises, and that it will 
be done. 

While these are my views, it may be that the lime Ib Inopportune for 
establishing hatching houses and making appropriations for the par- 

E ose desired, yet I am convinced that stringtut protective laws should 
e enacted by tbe present General Assembly, aud the law Itself should 
provide the means for Its rigid enforcement. 

Any measure of thie kind which may be presented would meet with 
the approbation of the general public and ehould, in my opinion, re¬ 
ceive tne)unauimooa vote of every member of our General Assembly. 
Unless something Is done in this matter speedily, I feel satisfied that 
tbe food fishes In Tennessee streams will be wholly annihilated, and 
our people will bave to rely upon the dead fishes displayed on onr mar¬ 
ket-stalls, which may prove detrimental to tbe health and deprive them 
of all the advantages of freBh fish taken from our own streams.

[The views of Mr. Akers are very sound, and as an Instance of 
what has been done by protection alone, we point to England, 
where with a dense population, her game and fl6h have been 
preserved by stringent laws alone until within a few years they 
have seen fit to supplement these with fish culture, In which they 
bave as yet accomplished little. We learn from the Nashville 
Daily American that the senate has authorised the printing of the 
report, and that Mr. Wlltse moved that 250 copies be printed for 
the use of the House. Carried, and the resolution as amended 
was concurred in.— Ed.]

Fish Culture in Germany. 

CIBCULAB NO. 7, OP THE DBUTSCHE FISCHEBEI VBHEIN. 

1. As we learn that the Royal Prussian Agricultural Ministry 
1 b about to carefully examine the reports of the working of the 
fishing law of May 3,1876, with the ordinances pertaining thereto, 
and also whether any of them are to be amended. 

Farther experiences are waited for In order to gather material 
so that If an amendment Is necessary at all, the same care may 
be taken continuously and exhaustively by experts. 

2. The question of organization of fishery societies Is covered 
In our correspondence. 

3. From the annexed programme of our fishery exhibition the 
reader will Bee that the Royal Minister of Agriculture, Domain 
and Forests, Herr Dr. FrledeDthal has accepted the honorary 
presidency. 

A translation of the programme into tbe English language has 
been made, and espies of the same are at the service of our mem¬ 
bers and friends for sending to foreign associations. 

Only 120 guarantee blankB have so far been returned, filled, 
and the members of the association are kindly requested to res¬ 
pond to our Invitation, and to do the beet in their power to 
procure as many subscriptions to tbe guarantee fund aa possible. 

4. The unremitting help of our honorary member, Profeasor 
Batrd, now secretary of the Smithsonian Institution, has not 
failed us In this year. 

Undsr No 2 of the correspondence a report will be found from 
Director Haack, who, at our request, has, with Dr. Flnsch, re¬ 
ceived 250,000 eggs of the California salmon ( Oncorhynchtu qutn- 
iwif), from the agent of the United States Fish Commission, Mr. 
F. Mather, and has distributed them Into different streams. A 
small number baa been kept In Huningen for observation. 

6. Tbe correspondence also contains another annual report of 
Mr. von der Wengen on the district of the river Oder. The 
special attention of all concerned Is called to his remarks on the 
unreasonable destruction of young salmon at tbe mouth of that 
river. 

6. To distinguish the sea trout from the salmon Is by no means 
an easy task on account of the many varieties of tbe salmon. 
This Is well-known to the fishermen of the Baltic, some of whom 
go by the form of the fish, and others by the color of the eggs, 

































































which is BBlil to be light with the «ca trout aod reddish with the 
Bftlmou. We referred the case to our college Prof. Peters, and 
received the following answer : “The sea trout, Halmo trntta, 
attains the same size as the common Balmon, S. .War, but la 
distinguished by the shorter and blunter Buout, and also by the 
posterior margin of the caudal tin being more nearly square and 
not forked. The most certain distinction ia found in the teeth of 
the sea-trout; which lu front of the palate, and behind the fore- 
moat teeth, is found a croas row of three to four teeth which arc 
always wautiug in the common salmon. Observation will enable 
one to make a certain distinction, while to the inexperienced, 
the difference seems Blight concerning the differences in the 
color of the eggs, I have no knowledge. 

7 The fish breeding establishment of Herr Haldeuwang at 
Galsbach near Baden Baden, has made considerable progress the 
cast year in the culture of different flsb as may be seen from our 
third report. While iu this establishment the trout is rightly 
considered the best adapted for the mountain waters of that region, 
other kiuds of fish are by no means neglected. 

8 We are indebted to Professor Mobius for an extract from 
the last official report of the well-known secretary of the college 
of France, Mr. Bouchon-Brandeley.* Mr. Mobius repeatedly de¬ 
clares that when the Schleswig oyster banks are re-leased in 
1879, strict scientific, principles shall he adhered to. 

.9 Mr J M-ver, the deserving assistant at the fisbcultural 

establishment at Hunlngen, who has already acquired a name by 
writing the “Practical Fish-breeder," is just publishing the first 
German Fishery and Fisbcultural calendar for the year 18.9. 
We earnestly recommend this useful book to our friends. 

10. While going to press we receive the good news that from 
the young sea-trout carried into the Diek sea in March, 18.0, 
eight and three-quarter years ago, a splendid specimen of twenty 
pounds, ninety-five centimeters long and twenty centimeters 

broad, has been captured.

Oyster and Mussel llnlihlng

Editor Chicago Field: -I have been reading in your last 
two numbers of the Chicago Field, so much about big and Bmnil at: 
mouth buss, by your very able correspondent Fred Mather, and vi| 
so much about “How a trout takes a fly,” by F. Freuch, James cl 
Anniu, aud others, that 1 find myself terribly mixed up, and feel fit 
as though I must do something to straighten myself out, no tu 
matter how it may affect others. 

Mr Mather 6ays, truly: “From a false spirit, mankind are W' 
prompted to affect familiarity with everything pertaining to shoot- li' 
tne and fishing when there are somethings they are not familiar ai 
with in these sports—and assume a knowledge, which, after a ol 

while they deceive themselves with.” “ 

With this extract staring me in the face, I approach the ground « 
with extreme caution, sportsmaulike, to avoid scaring your fish, w 
and east my say in "thuswise:” 

The big-mouth bass Ib clearly and properly described by Fred t 
Mather (as is also ihe small-mouth), by signs aud terms so clear, t! 
that hereafter no sportsman will be justified in confounding 

1 Xh' e “big-mouth,” not only, “will live in ponds or (and) streams « 
with muddy boltouis, flags, aud pond- Hies, or anywhere the perch 
or pike will thrive,” but it dues live there and no where else, ex- e 
cept when strayed by accident or force against its instincts. J 1 

The small-mouth delights in clear, pebbly aud rocky streams; n 
the rock-bound shores and Islands from “Montreal to Mackinaw; 
and especially hankering for the bright clear waters of the Oswego 1 
river, Salmon river, St. Lawrence river (especially about the t 
“Thousand Islands”), below the falls of Niagara. Above It. they r 
are found iu the Niagara river; along rocky liars, coasts,, inlands, c 
and rivers in and running Into Lake Erie. About old harbor j 
piers, along the rocky coast, at and near Rocky river, Ohio; all 
around Kelley's Island, Put-In bay, North and South Bass and the 
rocky reffs found uear these islands in Lake Erie; and here the 
gamey “small-mouth” affords lively sport to the angler. The I 
“bi.r-mouth” is found In land-locked ponds, marshy bays, and < 
sluggish rivers, where lily-pads, deer-tongue aud wild celery : 

We call the “big-mouth” the pond bass, and the “small-mouth" ' 
the lake or Oswego bass. I do not think the “big-mouth” is 
called the Oswego bass in western New York, or anywhere else, 
“from an erroneous idea that it originated or was peculiar to 
Oswego Lake.” 1 have been “around” a good deal in that locality 
and never before hcardof such a place as "Oswego Lake.” Oswego 
river, a bright and beautiful stream, now, for civilized purposes, 
dammed against the salmon that formerly resorted to its rapid 
Bowing waters by thousands, has for years afforded the finest 
black bass fishing with the fly of any locality on the borders of 
the great lakea—Niagara river, between Buffalo and the falls, and 
the Islands in Lake Erie, near Sandusky Bay, alone excepted. The 
black base affording this pleasure to sportsmen are, as I believe, 
almost exclusively “small-mouth,” or Oswego bass. 

Mr. Mather says, Bpeaklng of the “big-mouth”: “Side by side, 
and weight for weight, it is not so gallant a fighter as Its cousin, 
(meaning the “small-mouth”), nor is any other Jlsh we have heard, 
seen, or read of, —(The italics are mine). 

Iu his comparison of the gameness of the two bass he Is all 
right; but when he says that any bass, small or big-mouthed, 
light or heavy weight,is the most gamey fish “we have heard, seen 
or read of,” I am filled with astonishment, unlesshe disclaims ever 
having enjoyed the pleasurable sensation of “playing” a two- 
pound trout, or a ten to twenty pound salmon. 

I grant the bass shoots from its cover and takes the fly, the 
minnow or whatever the lure may be, with vivid sprightliness 
and vigor. But I beg Mr. Mather or any one elBe to take out blB 
watch the moment he hooks his next bass, and if he do not slide 
into his landing net like a stick, gameless on hie Bide, in less than 
three minutes, he hae been fortunate enough to get hold of one 
different from any of the thouaands I have taken during the last 

forty years. , . ... 

On the contrary, let him strike a two-pound trout and time 
himl If his skill be equal to the tension of his eight-ounce split 
bamboo, he may “scoop him up,” struggling still, after a good 
fifteen minutes hard fight. The first “splunge” of the bass is 
gamey, but be generally succumbs In less than two minutes. 
After he is landed he may, and generally does, “flop around” and 
show signs of wonderful vitality. 

HOW A TROUT TAKES A FLY. 

Mr. W. C. Prime, a pleasing, truthful and very interesting 
writer, first threw the apple of discord into the peaceful waters of 
the angler. True, his assertions are not dogmatical, but modest 
and rather inferential. He says: “It is not often on still water 
that a trout takes a fly with his mouth before striking with his 
tall, but they sometimes do it on a white fly in the evening.” 
Mr. F. French is a little more positive and boldly says: “I know 
they sometimes strike a fly wltbtbelr tall before taking it in their 
mouth, as I have seen them do it in three several localities; but I 
do not believe it Is their general custom.” Mr. James Annin 
says: "I have Been them strike at the fly with their tails before 


You and I, these gentlemen,and everybody who has ever caught 
trout with a fly or with the “chalk-line aud worm bait” have all pi 
“hooked up” more or less iu the tall, in the belly, on either aide, la 
In the back, and on both sides of the head outside of the mouth. K 
What does that prove I Not, I think, that the trout uses (In still 1 
water) bis tail, belly, sides, back or jowls to capture his food, si 
for that would appear absurd when we all know that nature has o 
provided him with a large, wide mouth, aud numerous sharp » 
teeth admirably adapted to just that business. 

Naturally, the trout, like the bass, pickerel, pike, carp and her- t. 
ring, will "go for” his food, or what he mistakes for food the 
artificial fly—with hia mouth. I believe no one can deny but what t' 
he does do it, except in still water wheu he chauges his who 1 ® ” 
nature, and chooses a roundabout way of Bret knockiug the fiy 
down, or If down on the water, hitting it a deadly whack with his 
tall, and then if 6ome oilier trout which does not use its tail in - 
that way, does not gobble It up, he will triangulate around a spell v 
aud finally do what he could and ought to have done at first a 
seize it with bis mouth. ■ 1 

Now what is the use of our reaching away out in the regions 
of absurdity to explain a simple thing like the accidental hooking c 
of a trout iu the tall, when every sportsman, with a little reflec- t 
tton, will see and remember just how it was done. 

The trout rushes or jumps at a minnow or fly, a grasshopper or t 
any food he seeks to eat, with his mouth, and Dothiug else. A 
vigorous trout, weighing from one-half to three pounds, can jump t 
clear of the water between three aud four feet. In jumping for t 
flies they seldom shoot above the surface more than from ten to ( 
twenty inches. The trout, like the salmon, jumps in a curve so 
as to strike the water head first when they come down. A salmon i 
weighing from ten to fifteen pounds can jump in the air from i 
five to eleven feet. They too, in jumping at a dam, start at an 1 
angle towards the top of the dam, where the water breaks over, i 
of about forty-five degrees, making a curved line. If the salmon i 
miss the water on the brink of the dam he falls head first back in 
the deep pool* whence he started. If he strike the rapid falling 
water below the brink, it carries him back, tail first, aideway or 
anyway, quick; but if he chance to strike on the brink with more 
than half his body above the swift falling current, he will go over 
the dam with a flirt that will make the water fly. 

I say, then, from all the lights I have, that neither the trout nor 
salmon appear to move fin or tail from the moment it leaves the 
water until it strikes it again on its return. How then can it 
“strike a fly with Us tall,” when its tall is not moved at all ex¬ 
cept to follow the exact curve taken by the body at the tirae of 
jurapiug? We have all seen a trout jump repeatedly at a live fly, 
miss It several times perhaps, but finally catch it, uot with his 
tail but with his mouth. Some trout, having become skilled by 
long practice on living flies, take the artificial lure at the first 
. bound; others, less skilled, or, perhaps, having got a ‘bad start, 

■ miss the fly time and again. Would it not be strange, then, if 
one of the three or four fly-hooke, that yon all know never failed 

r to catch an unwelcome /oof, should once in a while accidentally 
1 hook Into the tail, belly, sides or back of the constantly exposed 

■ little jumper. He tries to catch the dangling fly in Its mouth; 

1 he misses it and not unfrequently strikes the casting Hue near a 
3 hook on his return, just at the moment you strike for the jump, 

] or just when you Bharply retrieve your line for a new cast. Then 
. you find your lively beauty caught by the tail, or wherever he 

happened to come in contact with one of the hooks. Sometimes 

i the trout misses the fly and catches the snood in his mouth above 

s the fly. Iu that case your strike pulls the snood through his 
mouth until the hook strikes his jaws outside of his mouth, 
o “Hooked up!" you exclaim, although you know he “bit” at the | 
v hook. You saw him do it. Now, why not claim that the trout 
o tried to strike the fly with his jowls! With all the jumping and 
i shooting over and under the line armed with one to live shank 
d hooks, the chief wouder to me Is that we do not accidentally hook 
it more by the tall or outside of the mouth than we do. 
if It would be strange indeed if, in the thousands of rises the 
d trout makes at flies, natural or artificial, some one at some time 
e Bhould not accidentally hit his tail against the fly. They may 
, knock it down thus, and that or some other trout may finally 
' take it as be ought to, In his mouth, but in all my experience, 

. whatever that may be worth, I never yet saw anything that could 
lead me to believe that a trout or a swallow would attempt, or 
i ever did attempt, to use his tail when the mouth God gave him 
’ would serve him so much handler and better. X. 


Extracts from an official report, in the Journal OffMel de la llt- 
pnb. France, of Mr G. Bonchon-Braudeley, secretary of the col¬ 
lege of France, on the oyster and sea mussel hatebiug. By Prof. 
Karl Mobius, iu circular 7, Deutsche Flscherei Verein. Near 
Tarent oysters and mussels (Mytilus edulis) sre cultivated In the 
small eea (utare piccolo) or bay west of the city. The quantity 
of salt here Is diminished by the fresh waterB flowing iu. Iu 
Summer the temperature of the water rises up to 97 ° and 28 ° 

C. Heretofore it was considered that oysters could sustain a 
temperature of 28 ° to 24 ® at the highest. 

The mare piccolo has been leased for 58,000 lire and contains 
twenty one oyster and fourteen mussel parks; each oyster park 
measures 300 to 400 square feet while the mussel parka arc two 
to three times as large. 

The mussels deposit their eggs In March or the beginning of 
April; the embryos are caught on twigs suspended from cords 
which hang from ropes between poles. After six months they 
are as large as an almond and are then put loto the parks to give 
them an increased size. 

Oyster culture is founded on the presence of natural banks and 
on these in May, fascines are let down and fastened by stones, 
their location being indicated by timber floats. 

The swarming time of the oyster brood begins In May and 
ends in September. 

The fishermen take up the fascines every fortnight or four 
weeks for examination when those which are well covered are 
taken to Ihe parks. The empty ones are cleansed from mud and 
organisms before they arc sunk again. 

Some years the fascines are well covered at the beginning of 
spawning time, at others uot until the middle or at ihe end of the 
same. After six months the young oysters are two or three cen¬ 
timetres long. In the oyster parks the branches covered with 
oysters are suspended from ropeB which are supported between 
stakes. Oysters which drop from the branches while the fascines 
are loosened are put oo hurdles, in baskets or in nets to bring 
them up, bul never on the bottom. These breeding oysters are 
examined at least every four months to pick out those ready for 
market aud to clean the rest. 

In two to two and a half years they attain a 6lze of seven to 
eight centimetres and their shells are then quite thick. About 
ten millions are bred yearly. Before sending them off they are 
exposed to the air for tweDty-fuur hours in order to facilitate 
their cleaning. During the spawning time no oysters are sold. 

General Wergeland has experimented in the Bay of Christiania 
to try and capture oyster brood in a basin which was eight metres 
long and six metres wide and protected by a roof from frost. In 
i this basin he placed 2,200 full grown oysters and surrounded them 
with material for collecting the brood. ThoBe captured he ln- 
; tends to raise in floating boxes. 

1 These methods as described by Mr. Bouchon-Brandeley, cannot 
’ be profitably made use of on the coast of North Germany aa our 
1 seas are uot adapted for their culture. Mussels are best cultivated 
j in the western part of the Baltic sea on trees stuck into the bottom 
I of the sea. This old so-called Ellerbeck method is also made use 
; of in other parts of the coast of Schleswig Holstein, 
i In the Baltic the impregnation of salt Is too small and too vary- 
, lng for oysters. 

i Tlte natural conditions of the coasts of the German Ocean are 
0 a great impediment to artificial oyster culture. That which can 
s be done within the district of the German Ocean where oysters 
« can live, for the propagation of the same Is sure to be done In 
s the Autumn of 1879, when the Schleswig oyster banks Bhall be 
leased under new and rational conditions. 


The Fisheries. 


On Jan. 20, during a secret session of the senate, Senator Ed¬ 
munds made a long speech in favor of a project to ask the Brit¬ 
ish government to consent to the abrogation of the fisheries 
clauses of the treaty of Washington. By the terms of that treaty 
these clauses stand for ten years from the time they came into 
operation, and after that time until two years after notice has 
been given that either party wishes to terminate them. The 
treaty was signed on the 4th of July, 1871. It went into general 
effect in 1873, and could not, by Its terms, become inoperative 
until twelve years later; that is to Bay, In 1885. It la proposed 
that the secretary of state shall now formally present to the 
British government a statement Bhowing that we are losing a 
good deal of money by the treaty and the arbitration, and that It 
would be only fair to let us out of what hae proved to be a bad 
bargain, without waiting until 1885. About the badness of the 
bargain there Is no doubt at all. The Gloucester fishermen ssy 
that they would Just as soou do without the inshore fisheries as 
not, particularly as they are driven off by mob violence and have 
so far got no redress. Threats have been heard that it the treaty 
1 b not broken in any other way Congress may exercise its power 
over the revenue by laying duties on Cauudlan flsh and fleh oil, 
and a well-known decision of Judge Curtis in the United States 
Circuit Court is cited to prove that Congress Has the power to 
lay duties In defiance of treaties, on the ground that an act of 
Congress and a treaty provision are both the supreme law of the 
laud, and that If one contradicts the other the supreme court has 
no power co decide which Ib to dominate.

The Portuguese Man of War. 

Our attention has juBt been called to these most singular and 
Interesting organisms, whose bladder-like forms are more fre¬ 
quently met with on the surface of tropical seaa, by the receipt 
of “Notes on the Natural History of Fort Macon, N C., and 
Vicinity,” by Drs. Elliott Coues and H. C. Yarrow, from which 
we extract the following: 

“Doctor Cones In a former paper (Proc. Acad. Nat. Scl. 1871. p. 148.) 
mentions the occurrence of a Physalia In the locality under discussion, 
which bos been since recognized se P. pelagica. In March, 18.1, large 
numbers were noticed In and beyond the snrf and on the soa-beach 
after a severe storm from tbe southward. A unmber of specimens 
were secured, among them one which had a small dead flsh entangled 
in lts long teDtacnlnr hydroid appendages. Most of those on the beech 
were dead, and could be bandied with impnolty, but when living the 
stinging produced by touching the hydroid tentacles Is very apparent 
and painful. Dr. Yarrow on one occasion was consulted by a flsher- 
mau, who, seeing Ihe aulmal floating on the water, reached out and 
grasped it, lint paid dearly for hie temerity, as when seen the entire arm 
to the shoulder was very red, mnch swollen, and exquisitely palnfal. 
The irritation lasted several days, and was allayed by a saturated eola¬ 
tion of bl carbonate of soda. The Physalia may be handled without 
danger if seized by the corrugated crest of the bladder like portion. It 
ie supposed by many that this animal is a virulent poison, and that flsh 
eating it also become poisonous. Mods. P. Labat, tn bis Book of 
Voyages,’ mentions that several persons eating of a fleh that devours 
the l’hvealin became dangeronsly ill; bat this sickness may have been 
produced by other causes. However this may be, Dr. Yarrow saw a 
esse in which a small terrier dog died in a very short time after eating 
a piece of the bydroida of this species. Upon making a post-mor em 
the stomach was found entirely empty (with the exception of the plees 
of the aDimal eaten) and greatly congested. Mods. Rlcord Medians 
made a aerlca of experiment* to test tbe poisonoua qualities of Phyaa 
lia and arrived at the condition that it la not poiaonoua apart from 
tbe slinging property. Specimens secured it Fort Macon were ■ no at 
six Inches wide on tbe bladder portion, with bydroida five or elx feet 
long They were of a beautifully Lrldeaceut purplish color.

This is the “Portuguese man-of-war” of Bailors, and fleets of 
them are often driven on our shores by the wind.

How a Trout Takes a Fly. 

AN AMATEUR FISHERMAN WHO DOES NOT BELIEVE THAT THEY 
STRIKE THEIR TREY WITH THEIR TAILS. 

A correspondent of the Dayton (Ohio) Journal doeB not believe 
that brook trout ever turn somersaults and strike a fly with their 
tails, as described In the Chicago Field by our correspondents, 
Mr. James Anuln and Dr. French. He writes: 

“Amateur fishermen, like amateur deer-hunters, are subject to 
nervoua excitement, and the splash of a large fish after food on the 
surface of the water when the party Is Intently watching for some¬ 
thing to turn np is slightly disturbing to the experienced But the 
trout, as Its name implies, Salmo foritmallg. trout of the fountains. Is 
a dweller In cold, swift, bubbling water. In or where there are many 
springe or In the tumultnoua water under cascades. There tt is In Its 
element; strong, active, and alert tn seeking for Its food, and quick In 
taking It. Now, It la not to be supposed that the tront In the lakes of 
the Adlrondacks are of this description. They lack the necessary 
element to make them typlcal-rapldly running water—they are not 
brook trout, but. merely lacy lolterere In still water, and approach 
more nearly to the other branches of the ealmonlda, dwellers In deep, 

suppose that a trout in darting to catch a worm In motion had missed 
if in blatantly mining at the eurface of the water its tall wonld have 
seemed to strike the worm, especially If more distant from the fisher¬ 
man. and then turning to catch It, would aeem to a carelesu observer 
an Intentional part of the programme. Again, a trout will occasionally 
chauge lte mind when on tbe point of striking, seeing something 
suspicions, but luBtautly reassured, It will Immediately seize the fly. 
Of course the toll at ouch tiinea will appear above the eurface. and If 
It knocks the fly Into the water (a very Improbable circumstance) It is 
tbeu less suspicious. And two trout may start for the same fly, and one 
of them will miee it, and Its tail will generally rise above the surface of 
the water; and at a little dlBtance to an excited amateur, the fish will 
appear ae one. It le astonishing how quickly a trout will etrlke at a 
moving object, mlse. and turn and seize It; but its aim le generally un¬ 
erring. Much of their gerne la caught In tbie way. And, as a fly is 
generally a Utile above the surface. Its head must appear tnsiautly fol¬ 
lowed by the tall, which Is generally the most prominent and notteea- 
abls lu skittering for pike this la well illustrated, as the fish sirlke 
at the point where the bait was, but. It having moved alone, in astern 
chase, It la obliged to strike twice, and It Instantly tarns for that pur¬ 
pose A hawk will dart down for prey, and, when a few feet from the 
earth, will change to a horizontal movement, resurvey.and then lake it. 

“Beasts and fish of prey always aim at precision, and they do uot toy 
with and let another secure their game. A tront le no strategist, and 
as yet as at certain Beaeona fllee are a templing and important element 
of food, inetinct teacbee it the first trial must be ttoal-a miss would 
drive It away.

Small Fry. 


—Five bushels of pike, bass and perch were picked up at Stony 
Point, In Henderson Bay, Lake Ontario, during a recent storm. 
They were washed on to the beach and could not get back 
through the “snow broth.” 

—The Zeltung also tells us that the different kinds of carp are: 
Leather carp (lederkarpfen), those without scales or quite naked; 
mirror carp (splegelkarpfen) have very large scales disposed In 
clusters. Noble carp (cdelkarpfen) are the common scaly carp. 

—The FUcherei Zeltung says, in Its answers to correspondents; 
“The pike Is an absolute necessity In enclosed waters,” to keep 
up the balance of life, that Is, to keep down the surplus Ashes so 
that there will be no lack of food for those remaining. In Ger¬ 
many some carp breeders put a few male pike, Eeox, Into the 
ponds to devour weak or undersized specimens. 

—A mamma In the rural districts lately gave her flve-year-old 
hopeful an outfit of fishing tackle. Soon she beard a shout from 
Willie, and running out found one of her best hens fast winding 
up the line In her crop, whither the hook had already preceded It, 
Willie, observing the troubled look of his mother, quietly re 
marked, “Don’t worry, mother, she will 6top when she gets to the 
pole.” 

—Pearl paper Is made by taking well-sized gray paper and 
coating It with the following; Mussel or other pearly shells are 
first ground and then finely powdered and mixed with a solution 
of isinglass and spirits of wine. This mixture is rubbed on the 
paper with a broad brush and, If necessary, repeated until the 
paper is no longer visible. The glitter of the pearl will be In¬ 
creased If a small quantity of sliver or graphite powder Is mixed 
with the mass. 

—It Is said that porpoise oil may be purified by simple churn¬ 
ing in a wooden vessel for an hour; then allow it to settle, so as 
to permit the sediment to fall to the bottom. Rancid fish oil 
may be greatly Improved by the cold process, by adding one 
ounce of dissolved pearl ash to every gallon, agitating it for a few 
hours, and then allowing it to settle. If you add two ounces of 
air-slacked lime to the one ounce of pearl ash, and subject the 
oil to a simmering heat for two hours, the Impurities will combine 
with the alkalies and the oil will become a clear yellow color. 


On the coast of Maine smelt visit the rivers about the 20tli of 
December and remain almost all Winter. For about two months 
they tkfce the book readily, and arc caught In considerable num¬ 
bers through boles cut in the Ice. Formerly, on cold days, it was 
vefly <severe fishing, without shelter except by piling up cakes of 
lee, evergreen boughs, etc. Last Winter one of the fishermen 
made at canvas lent, and it proved so comfortable that it has now 
become the universal custom to fish in them. There are uow on 
the ice, above the bridges, two villages of these canvas houses, 
much resembling an Indian encampment in Wtuter quarters. A 
light wooden frame, with a sharp roof, Is put together and the 
whole covered with light canvas or cotton cloth. In some In¬ 
stances the covering is paluted, the better to resist the piercing 
northwest winds. The ordinary tent 1s about six feet square; oc¬ 
casional!) one is larger, for two persons. The interior ts provided 
with a stove, and a bench upon which the angler sits while fish¬ 
ing. The whole rests upon runners, and can be easily moved from 
place to place 

When the fisherman reaches the grounds he cuts a hole through 
the Ice, places his tent over the same, builds on a fire, doses the 
door, drops his line through the hole and waits for a bite. Each 
man uses four lines. They have two kinds of fish geur—the file 
Blnker and the triangle. The former ie for tent fishing and the 
latter for out-of-door fishing. The file sinker is made o! lead, 
about the size and shape of an ordinary three-cornered file. A 
common mackerel line is made fast to one end of the sinker,while 
from the other depends a snell of colored line six inches in length 
to which a hook is attached. The advantage of the file sinker is 
that the tide causes it to cut and shear about, thus keeping the 
halt In motion. The triangle geur Is made of wire, the line fas 
teued at the center, while two hooks depend, one from either end 
of the wire, which is bent into a triangle. The bait used in this 
vicinity Is the clam worm, which ts found In the clam flats. The 
upper eud of the line Is fastened to a rack above the fisherman's 
head, while the hook 1s from six to ten feet below the surface. 
The fisherman sits on his bench beside the stove and patiently 
waitB for the fish to bite. 

There Is not much skill in this kind of angling, for when 
smelt takes the hook the motion of the Hue conveys the tuet to 
the fisherman, and he quickly hauls him In. The fish bite better 
on cold, stormy days, the recent heavy storm being the best day 
of the season thus far. From ten to filtcen pounds are a fair day’s 
work for one man. They sell in the Belfast market for five cents 
per pound. The wages made are not large, but the fish are 
caught at a time wheu there Is but little else for the fishermen to 
do. The tents are comfortable and homelike, the men are jolly, 
singing and shouting from one to another. Wishing to change 
his position the angler hauls In his lines, moves his lent to 
another oortlon of the Ice-field, cuts a hole through the frozen 
surface and tries his luck there. Those from the city paiss the entire 
day upon the ice,taking their dinners along, which are eaten in the 
tent, the tea or coffee being warmed upoD the stove. Tents arc 
added dally and before the season closes there will be fUty or 
more upon tbe Ice .—Belfaet (Me.) Journal. 

Fish Culture in France*. —Tbe Societe d'Accllmatatlon has 
just received from America the Californian salmon eggs, of the 
sending of which announcement has been made, and which had 
been generously offered by Professor Spencer F. Baird, Gonernl 
Commissioner of Fisheries tor tbe United States. Thanks to the 
mode of packing in Ice, and to the care to which they were subject¬ 
ed during the voyage by Mr. Fred Mather, pueieulteur dieting ue, of 
Newark, N.J., charged with their transportation to Europe, the 
consignment has arrived In tbe beet possible condition. It is 
known that the California salmon, remarkable for Its hardiness 
and rapid growth, would be a precious acquisition for many of our 
rivers where the ordinary salmon would have but little chance to 
survive. The shipment made to the Societe d’Accllmatatlon com 
prises 100,000 eggs, which have been distributed between tho 
members of toe Societe, which have the best facilities to conduct 
the experiment to a successful end. The labratory of the col 
lege of France has not been forgotten, but the greater part has 
naturally been given to tbe administration of bridges and high¬ 
ways, which has taken such interest In stopping the depopulation 
of our water courses, and to give back to our country Its ancient

or “lbatherhead,” in Bell 's Life. 

To those who take up any breed of animals there Is nothing 
more Important than a consideration of the sires, as the whole 
policy of breeding, whether It be right or wrong, depends entirely 
on this consideration. A wrong or difficult policy 1s to keep 
entirely to one’s own stock, In the belief that no one has as good, 
and therefore It would be dangerous to go outside the precincts of 
one’s own establishment for fresh blood. Such policy might last 
a man in his own generation, but it could not possibly go further, 
and If all people held the same conservative views on the subject 
the good qualities of animals would be certain to disappear within 
a limited period. I have no objection to people reserving their 
sires to tho use of their own establishments, for In the matter of 
dogs, for instance, there Is no great profit In keeping stud dogs, 
after the numerous gratuitous favors one Is ever Inclined to allow 
personal friends, and those to whom commensurate fees might 
ho of too great a consequence, but It must be admitted that thoBe 
who do keep sires are the principal conservators of any particular 
breed. It Is so In race horses, for the best and most successful 
breeders In all countries have heen the owners of stallions, there 
being no better Instance of to-day than Lord Falmouth, who is 
the mosl successful owner on the Turf, and he follows the policy 
of putting his stallions at a cheaper rate te begin with than any 
one else, so as to give them opportunities to make themselves. 
If It had not been for tbe late Monsieur Aumont England would 
probably have never been troubled with Gladlateurs and Morte- 
mers, for he established the stock from whence all these cracks 
spring, and his great hobby was making stallions. It was bis 
study to know how they should be bred from, aud either by him¬ 
self or others he was never contented unless the Ideas he enter¬ 
tained were carried out. By this means he made more stallions 
than any one of his time, that Is he converted unknown ones 
Into a position to be sought after by every one. This would be 
my hobby with regard to any sort of animal I fancied, and I 
esteem the honor almost as much of owning the sire of a grand 
winner as being the possessor of the winner itself. If others hold 
these views, I think the breeding of animals Is in a very promis¬ 
ing condition, and there are so many means now, thanks to the 
show6, of making an animal famous, that a strong inducement Is 
given to ride a hobby In this direction, and In no Instances are 
greater opportunities offered than as regards pointers and setters. 
In these two breeds there are two species of qualities to which 
opportunities are offered to gain honorable distinction. The 
one makes the animal famous for Mb appearance, the 
other proves the Instinct and merit that should be¬ 
long to his breeding. At shows he can gain the first distinction, 
and at field trials he must reap the second. He can be very 
famous with only one set of honors, but he becomes a great hero 
Indeed If he can obtain both, And so It Is with the sires, as to 
get a good-looking one Is something, but to get one who Is a 
proved good one as well, Is an ambition worth some trying for, 
All real sportsmen must feel that field trials have the moBt useful 
tendency towards promoting sport of any pastime that has ever 
been Invented. It has struggled on In one position for some 
time, not losing a deal In its reputation, but not gaining much, 
and I have always attributed It to the cause of a want of harmony, 
and a certain amount of jealousy amongst the promoters of field 
trials. If all had worked or will work together field trials might 
vie with coursing In general Importance, but difficulties should 


not Impede the promoters of the pastime, as It Is 
perfectly certain that, provided they are always held on 
such an estate as Horseheuth, there should be nothing 
to prevent'every trial being brought to a satisfactory con¬ 
clusion. I know the Kennel Club will have the choice of 
some very good estates for their Derby, which has this year re¬ 
ceived the beat entry ever made for the event, and this Is more 
than satisfactory, considering the fact that last year was the worst 
for puppies over experienced by breeders, In consequence of the 
ravages of distemper. One kennel I know of breeding both 
pointers and setters, losing thirty-nine out of forty-one, and 
another, forty-one out of forty-three. I hope the Increase to this 
entry will make people revert to the Idea of a big autumn meet¬ 
ing, where there shonld be a stake for puppies to be shot over, 
to be entered for this Spring on the same footing as the Derby, 
only perhaps an increase to the first entry fee to make the stake 
bigger. I put this to all the field trial Derby subscribers, and 
leave It In their hands to get up a 8t. Leger for pointers and set¬ 
ters. A stake like the Derby Is very useful to breeders, as the 
pedigrees of those entered show what others have been doing, 
aud also gives some Idea as to the doings of the sires. The 
pointer victory last year Becms to have given encouragement to 
the breeders of the smooth-coated division, for I believe the 
majority rests with the pointers this year for t.he first time. To 
hark back, however, to the heading of my chapter, the Stud 
Pointers, I will begin my remarks concerning them from the list 
which appeared In last week's Bell, headed by Lord Sefton’s Sam, 
whose reputation for the future will live more through the stud 
performances of bis Bona than himself, as I bear the old dog Is 
nearly done for. The elder Beal, who had the management of 
Lord Sefton’s kennel for many years, told me that Sam was the 
best dog be hod seen for a long time, and certainly the dogs I 
have seen by him, apart from Faust, have belonged to the very 
grandest style of pointer that can well be imagined. I was asked 
to get to get a brace of pointers for a foreign nobleman, who Is a 
very old sportsman and a good judge; and. as luck would have 
tt, my choice fell on a brace by Sam, both dog and bitch, and 
a walk over one field convinced me that I had dropped 
on to a brace of treasures, for the dog, In particular, seemed 
to be able to do every blessed thing that a sportsman could 
wish him to do but speak, and I have never seen a more Intelli¬ 
gent animal. I was very much thaoked for getting them, as, of 
course, no one could help liking them. There seems to be a tre¬ 
mendous lot of point about the strain, but It la of the grandest 
order, well up on all fours, no dropping abut it, head out. the lip 
quivering, and stern straight from the back—not turned up as 
some of them do—and as stiff as a ramrod. It is a sight to see 
some that have come before me by Lord Sefton’s Sam,and the style 
seemed innate, for one or two that were useless In the field had 
this grandeur of point. Sam was got by Mr. Stutter’s Major, 
whose pedigree I discussed last week, out of Lord Sefton’s Drab 
by Lord Derby’s Drake out of Lord Sefton’s Sappbo, by bis Lord- 
ship’s Shot out of his Pearl, by Ms Beau out of Capt. Jack White’s 
Sister to Monarch. Lord Derby's Drake was bv Newton’s Ran¬ 
ger; and this must be noted, as champion Drake's dam was also 
by this Ranger. For point and style I do not think there Is any 
sort In England that can surpass this Lord Sefton’s Sam strain. 
There can be no question about it. I expect that the best son of 
the above Sam is Mr. Pilklngton’s Faust, the unbeaten dog lost 
year at all the big shows, as he won at the Crystal Palace, Bir¬ 
mingham, and the Alexandra Palace. I admired Faust when he 
was only a beaten dog, so It Is not his repeated successes that 
has raised him In my estimation. He is a very flue, powerful dog, 
on the best of limbs, and hia back and loins would do for a 
horse. A slight Inclination to a droop in the quarter, and the 
stern set on a trifle low, is the only point that may not be quite 
In harmony, but he 1s a very difficult big dog to find any fault 
with, and I may be wrong, but If I had to judge all the erack 
pointers of the day a challenge cup or champion prize,Faust, would 
get it. Mr. S. Price's champion Bang, in his day, I should have 
put before Fauat, but he la the only one I have seen within the 
last seven years that I have preferred tn Mr. Pilklngton’s dog. 
To prove his Btecl as a field performer, Faust, was brought out In 
an all-aged dog Btako at Shrewsbury the year before, last, and, 
meeting a good performer in Eos Cymrw, he was finder through¬ 
out In a short trial and won with something to spare, exhibiting 
magnificent pace, point and s’yle. I am told that he is a wonder 
on a grouse moor, and that last season a party of four guns could 
not tire him and hla partner, Garnet, In three days. As a stud 
dog he has been getting plenty of puppies, some of whom will be 
found In the Field Trial Derby, but they have, yet to run to prove 
their sire.

Faust's pedigree reads, therefore, as a 
cross of the best of Lord Sefton’s blood with an Inbred Drake 
strain, and this ought to show people tbe value of the Drake 
blood, and I will prove before these papers are finished that It 
nicks just as well with the Devon Bang sort, and the Hamlet line, 
as with tbe Scfton. I have never seen Mr. Pilklngton’s Tory, 
but he has been described to me as a very big dog, with Immense 
bone, and of a rich dark liver and white color, leaning In appear¬ 
ance more to the Moore of-Appleby sort than to the Drake. 
After deeply considering the subject, and discarding many tempt¬ 
ing offers from various quarters, I have used Tory myself this 
season for a bitch about equally bred to the Drake sort and the 
Devon Bang strain.

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Mr. Sanborn Replies to Mr. Davidson. 


Baltimore, Babry Co., Mich. 

Editor Chicago Field: —In the Forest and Stream of the 
Iflth ult., appears a communication from John Davidson relative 
to the Minnesota Held trials. So far as hla letter relates to Mr. 
Whltford, alone, I shall leave Mr. Whitford to deal with him,which 
be Is amply capable of doing. It Is not a little surprising to me 
that Mr. "Davidson can deliberately publish so many misstate¬ 
ments In face and eyes of the facts, and in view of the other 
Important fact that a number of gentlemen of unimpeachable 
standing and Integrity were present and witnessed his vagaries 
and cussedness all the way through. Davidson starts out with 
the assertion that my dog Dan was put down to back Snap, but 
refused to back and was ordered up. This Is false. He was 
not ordered to back Snap at all. but had run out his score, ex¬ 
cept the test as to backing, and Davidson ordered me to hold 
"him in readiness for backing when the opportunity came. Snap, 
In the meantime, was off at the left some diatauce, when Dataey 
made a point at our right. The positions were these; Wadlngton 
was near Dalsey, Whltford was within twenty yards of Wadlng¬ 
ton; and Davidson was about ten yards In front of Whltford; I 
was at the left of them all and about equal distance from David¬ 
son and Whltford. Whltford called out to me to bring Dan up 
for a back. Davidson was nearer Whltford than I was and must 
have heard the order. I cast Dan off and he made as flue a back 
as any dog could. While Dan was thus staunchly backing, I saw 
Davidson turn partly around, and he looked squarely at Dan aDd 
then hastily turned his back on the whole party and Btood there 
like a graven Image, looking fixedly out Into the open prairie, 
not even condescending to look at Dalsey, Dan, or any of the 
party. After due waiting, Whltford called out, “all right Sanborn 
take up your dog,” and I called him In. Whltford then called 
out “score a back for Dan." Then, and not till then, did David¬ 
son turn around, and claimed that the back must not be allowed 
because he had not seen it. ThlB piece of cuesedness supplement¬ 
ing his previous outrageous actions was too much for the temper 
of the party and he received the views of the witnesses In pretty 
strong language. I call on E. C. Nichols and N. A. Osgood, of 
Battle Creek, Mich, and Dr. N. Rowe, of Chioaoo Field, to say If 
I am not correct. It must be remembered that owing to the 
scarcity of birds one judge alone frequently followed a dog for 
hours, aod his score was of course accepted; yet Davidson who 
actually saw this back and then turned his back on It, denied 
the right of Whltford to score the back, and proposed to en¬ 
tirely ignore his brother judge, and all the spectators; but he 
afterwards felt compelled to allow It, and did allow it, thus ad¬ 
mitting his culpability. I did not tell Mr. Davidson that I hardly 
expected Dan would back, and if I had said so It would be Im¬ 
material. Davidson further says he then learned 1 had previously 
had a misunderstanding with Mulltkcn and bad threatened to 
withdraw my dogB, and he, Davidson, then resolved to withdraw 
from the position of judge. This Is lie number two. The facts 
are these: when Dan was first put down (by, Mulllken), Davidson 
and Whitford were both a mile or more away with other dogs, 
and I started Dan under Mulliken’s siugle judging; Dan made a 
point; Mulllken ordered me to flush the bird; as I walked ahead 
of the dog the bird flushed, and Dan made one short jump. Mul¬ 
llken immediately called a flush and a chase ; I protested, 
claiming a point and demeilt for staunchness. He then 
ordered me In and I refused to run under his single judg¬ 
ing. He theu agreed to leave this matter open for the decision 
of the other judges, and I went on running my dog and said noth¬ 
ing whatever about withdrawing my dog. When Whltford and 
Davidson came up, the case was stated to them, and decided im¬ 
mediately, giving credit for the point made and penalizing for 
staunchness. I was perfectly satisfied with the declsiou and went 
right along. This Is the whole sum and substance of the so-called 
misunderstanding spoken of by Davldsou. He had personally 
settled the matter more than an hour before the controversy oc¬ 
curred over Dau's backing, and yet he has the cheek to say he then 
learned about it, and leaves It to be inferred that this knowledge 
about my misunderstanding with Mulllken had something to do 
with his trouble. This Is too thin for anything. 

I believe I am guilty ol the crime of suggesting Mr. Whitford 
for one of the judges, and he was unanimously chosen. Hla ca¬ 
pacity and special capabilities for such a position will not be 
questioned by any who know him, and his honor and integrity 
are above reproach; I wish I could say as much for Mr. David¬ 
son. It was my fortune or misfortune to run my dogs almost en¬ 
tirely under Davidson's personal judging. He was with me all the 
time I was running Strathroy and Jennie in the Puppy Stakes, 
and most of the time alone. I ran Dan partly with Mulllken 
alone, and finished his score under Davldsou and Whltford. In 
the Champion Stakes he followed me over Strathroy (who was oue 
of the two dogs remaining to be run after the controversy over 
Nellie, mentioned In his article, and In which he says he would not 
otherwise longer remained as judge), and be repeatedly said to me 
that “he supposed I thought he wanted to beat my dogs, but 
that I was mistaken, and he really wanted my dogs to win.” I got 
disgusted with his , vident trickery and iuiuatice, and was very 
glad when the farce was ended. Mr. Whltford showed no favors, 
and none were asked or expected. He simply acted as an honora¬ 
ble judge should act, and as far as my dogs were concerned he had 
far lees to do with judging them than either of the other judges, 
and any Inferences to the contrary are false. 

I know that the task of judging at field trials Is thankless enough 
at best, and I very much regret to feel compelled to say what I 
have. But since the Issue has been made up, and Davidson has 
seen fit to attempt to throwsome of his trouble on my shoulders, 
It Is host the public should know the facts. D. C. Sanborn. 


Parasites of the Dog. 


BY A. H. BAKER, V.S. 

In our last article on this subject In the issue of this paper of 
Jan. 4, we gave the description, habitat, effects of tbclr presence, 
and the remedies most commonly used to destroy the round 
worm of the dog called ascarls marglnata. The next most im¬ 
portant of the nematode family are those that enter the clrcula 
tlon of the blood and are found In the blood vessels; they are 
called hamiatozoa, and with a few exceptions do not cause any 
great amount of inconvenience to the host. The principal one 
is the cruel threadworm (Fllarla lmmitis), found In the heart ol 
dogs. They are very common in China, Japan, India, and all the 
older countrlee, and have been found several times In this- Dr. 
James Lamprey, writing from China, says that the hearts of dogs 
in Shanghai are Invariably found to contain these worms, and 
suggests that they may originate from the ova from human ento- 
zoa, as these dogs live largely upon human excrement, which Is 
not disliked even by the best fed foreign dogs. 

Dr. Krabbe says that the young of this worm are produced 
vlviparously, and that they float along in the circulation doing 
little or no harm until they accumulate In such numbers as to 
Interrupt the passage of blood through the heart, where they 
congregate, causing great irritation and giving rise to symptoms 
of very great pain which may continue for days or weeks, or may 
terminate In fits, or In sudden death. No treatment Is of any 
'avail after they have gained the circulation. 


The giant strangle (Strongyus gigas) Infests the kidneys of 
various animals, Is especially destructive to the North American 
mink and the pig, and is often found In the dog. 

They are of an enormous size. The males rarely get longer than 
ten Inches, but the females sometimes reach the great length of 
one yard, and are sometimes as large as a man’s little finger. 
They He colled up, are of a blood red color, and are pointed at 
either end. They destroy the kidney by absorbing It gradually. 
Sometimes before death Is caused tbe whole InBtde of the kidney 
Is absorbed, leaving a shell only the thickness of one-clghth ,to 
three-eighths of an Inch. 

There Is a small blood red nematode (splroptera sangulnolenta) 
which Inhabits small tumorsln tbe mucous coat of the stomach. A 
three-cornerbeaded strangle Is found In the Intestines. The wrinkled 
thread-worm (Trlchoaoma plica) la found In the bladder. The whip¬ 
worm, so-called from the resemblance to a whip-lash, Is found In 
one of the large intestines—the ccecum. The spiral flesh worm 
(Trichina spiralis) has been found in muselCB and Intestines of 
the dog. A small nematode has been found In the eye (Fllarla 
trispinulosa), and several small ones In the liver and bile ducts 
called Ftlariahepatica. The last of the haimatodes that Infest the 
dog is one that confines Itself to the venous blood of certain parts 
of tbe body, It Is called strongylus subulatus, the largest of the 
females measuring only half of an Inch In length, and from four 
to six adult worms are commonly found In a single drop of ven¬ 
ous blood. 

The latest discovery in nematodes that Infest the dog was made 
by Dr. Osier, professor of helminthology at the Montreal Veteri¬ 
nary College, about two years ago. It Is abranchial fllarla. They 
are quite small, and inhabit the bronchial tubes. Fllarla bron- 
chtulia have been found in nearly all the domestic animals a long 
time ago, but never in tbe dog before. 

Since the above was written Mr. A. K. Delaney, of Mayville, 
WIs., has sent us a very wonderful specimen of a parasite, found 
in a dog after death; tbe one sent us Is one of three very large 
worms, two of which were found In tbe stomach, were of a blood- 
red color, nearly tbe size of a man’s finger, twenty-six and twen¬ 
ty-two inches long, respectively. Tbe third was fourteen Inches, 
long, one quarter inch thick, and of a straw color, and was found 
hanging to the liver, free In the abdominal cavity aud had gnawed 
several small holes in the liver. How he got there is a mystery, 
as the gentleman making tbe post mortem examination found a 
small hole in one of the large Intestines, and found only one kid¬ 
ney. Whether he was reared in the bowels and ate his way 
through Into the abdominal cavity, or gre w in the kidney, ab¬ 
sorbed it, and found ltBClf floating about freely, .s tbe question; 
hut probably the latter,as they are members of the species strangy- 
lus gigas, of the family nematoda, described above. These dif¬ 
fering from the ordinary In inhabiting the Btomacb and bowels 
Instead of the kidney, which might occur by the germ, when 
swallowed, remaining In the bowels Instead of entering the circu¬ 
lation and making Its way to the kidney. These worms have 
obtuse flat heads, mouth enrrounded with six fl&ttisb papillae, the 
bursae of tbe male being truncated, the tall of the female 
rounded.

Rambles In Nebraska. 

Editor Chicaoo Field; —It has been a twelve month since 
our pen pleased or bored the readers of your valuable paper, 
thinking perhaps some incidents of our Summer's rambles may be 
of Interest, we grab our quill, lu the first days of September, In 
company with a genial friend, a heavy muzzle-loader and our 
Gordon pup Grlck, a Concord spring drawn by a pair of high 
stepping Bashaw geldings, we were scudding along at about 
seven knots an hour. The distant hills of the north bank of the 
north Loop river, tinged with the rays of the setting sun, brought 
out in bold relief, though miles aud miles away, the bare sand 
peaks and “blow outs,” deep pockets carpeted with wondrous 
grasses, blue stem, buffalo, wild cbeat, etc., from which loomed 
up In sharp outlines the dark spires of red cedar, which bad 
escaped the vandal ax of the wood thief. Dreams of black-tailed 
deer floated before our minds eye; the wild looking ridges whis¬ 
pered the name of antelope; but the most Important point to be 
settled just then, was where In this ocean of prairie were we to 
lay our heads. The valley of the Loup was our only hope, bs the 
shades of evening gathered we wound down a steep, tortuous 
gleo, where the jack-rabbit and “badger made their holes In the 
aide of every hill,” etc., reaching the bottom, a deep, narrow 
creek slipped between its narrow, slimy clay walls, our near horse 
reared and fell, bat recovering, with a lunge landed us safely on 
the ledge road which wound aronnd a spur, and we were In front 
of one of those, to an Eastern man, strange dug-outs. The lowing 


of cattle told us we had reached a ranch. The sandy, big hearted 
Scotchman, around whom clustered in awe a band of young tow¬ 
headed Scots,greeted us with the cordial welcome of the frontier, 
but advised us for better accommodations to drive down to the 
old poet on Munson creek. We did so, and found an old block 
bouse belonging to Capt. Munson, of the 9th infantry. The place 
was occupied by a “Pole" who bade ub welcome. Our horses 
foddered at the old government stable, a sort of a stockade affair 
of upright cedar logs. We wended our way to the house. A crock 
of brown bread and milk proved very palatable, and we turned lb 
without taking observations. We awoke before suurlBe, and 
were serenaded by a host of noises; gazing around we took a 
hasty Inventory of the room, which was about twenty feet square, 
pile of sand and mortar on the floor, harness, a good-sized sboat 
minus a bead, the latter supposed to be burled in the depths of a 
pall of milk; query, was this the inBld who stralued our sup¬ 
per liquid, a pigeon coop in the corner, pigeons roosting overhead, 
pigeons hatching over doors and windows, pigeons everywhere, 
auywhere; chickens on the table cleaning up the supper “china,” 
and, the Lord deliver us quick, eighteen ducks penned up under 
our bed. 

Our supper had been too square to leave room for breakfast. 
We went down to the clear waters of Munson creek and took a 
refreshing bath, and looked for bugs. Across the river in the 
mouth of a limestone gulch, in strange contrast to dwellings iu 
this part of Nebraska, stands a ueat looking vine-covered white 
cottage, surrounded by a white feuee, the only one on the Loup 
between St. Paul and Ft. Hartruff. Upon luqnlry we were rejoiced 
to learn this was the home of Conrad Wentworth, better known 
as "Little Buckshot,” “the whirlwind of the prairie,” etc. The 
hero of several of Ned Buntline’s rales, and which by the 

way, Wentworth says do uot contain a d-d word of truth. 

Bunlline met him on the U. P. It. R., when he was on his way to 
Otnaba to be doctored after a fearful escape from Ihe Sioux, near 
Ft. Fetteriuau, and after pumping him dry wrote blBbeartrcndiug 
bloody effusions. One has to touch “Buck 1 ' light ou Buntline, 
he wauts to see him. 

Wc drove six miles up the river aud forded, came down on the 
cost bank aud were greeted by the old scout in a way that made 
us dream of home anil something clean to eat. Buckshot is forty 
years of age, five feet six, weighs 133 pounds, has a restless, wiry 
frame, which bears the scars of the Sioux and seams of hardships 
eurouuteicd during his fourteen years as government scout. He 
left the service two years ago and located a beautiful farm of 341) 
acres which slopes gently from bis house to the Loop, Afler one 
of Mrs. Weutworth's Buppera (yum, yum, that black-tailed deer 
haunts our palate still) while seated on the Trout porch we were 
not a .ittle amused by Buckshot’s recital of letters received from 
dime-novel racked youths iu the Eastern states who want to come 
West and learn to bunt and Bklu Indians under his tutorship. His 
advice Is: Stay at home and learn a useful trade. 

Our party beiug reinforced by au old friend, we concluded to 
go up the river to Ft. Hartruff. Weutworth had some stacking 
to do and regretted his inability to accompany us, but gave us an 
introduction to Lieut. Weston, of the 14th lnlantry. We arrived 
at the fort about noon and received a hearty welcome from the 
officers, who generously offered us the hospitalities of the fort. We 
cannot speak In too high terms of Capt. Carpenter and Lteuts. 
Weston and Augustine. The surgeon is a persistent Nimrod, 
though they tell some good oneB on him. He seems a perfect gen¬ 
tleman, and it probably isn’t Ula fault be has been eating larks for 
snipes all the season iu blissful Ignorance of their true name. 

Weston's pointers, though poorlv bred, are well in band and 
contribute not a little to kill the inouotony of fort life. Ft. 
Hartruff was built three years ago by a 6tate appropriation of 
$80,000. The material used Is concrete. The officers' quarters 
are two stories, with dormer windows aud broad verandas, covered 
with wild cucumber vines, Imparting a delightful coolness within. 
The woodwork and much of the furniture is native red cedar. 
Weston's library contains, as be expressed It “only a few old 
standbys," but wc thought we could while away tu&Dy a week in 
Its store-house. We must uot forget that old bottled Davis Cuntz 
which contributed so much towards a happy flow of spirits and 
made Jackson’s eyes hang out over the dashboard, for the next 
ten mlleB. 

Bidding our new friends adieu, six miles brought us to the 
mouth of Cedar canyon, from which Capt. Carpenter Informed 
us thousands of loads of cedar hud been hauled, to all parts of 
the state. A few miles farther up we cross "rocky ford," just 
below the mouth of Calamus, which stretches away between sand 
ridges towards tbe Niobrara, fades away in the misty distance. 
Eighteen miles up the southwest bank of the Loop we stay over 
night, and get an addition to our party, us guide. Guernsey Is 
one of those persons to be met with on the frontier, big hearted, 
mouth ditto, loud of tongue, and preludes his harangue with “I 
say, stranger, have you any tohacl" he was a mighty hunter. All 
the settlers for miles around wanted to go when he went; his 
trusty needle gun never missed Its mark, it was ten degrees more 
certain than lightning, eveu “forty rods.” If he went with us 
and we didn’t bring In game, bis name wasn’t Guernsey. My part¬ 
ner deserted me just as we were ready to pull out, and as he 
sprang Into Jack s buggy gave me a malicious look, and 1 knew 
I was doomed to endure the guide’s flow lu single blessedness. 
Ob, for a bale of cotton, a corncob, anythtug to shut out the 
grinding clatter. I longed to be dead, anywhere, except beside 
that talking volcano; he would be a “big bonanza" for the author 
of dime novels. 

An hour’s brisk drive took us beyond the last settler; not 
another house along the trail, this aide of the Black Hills. Two 
miles farther, our guide grasped his howitzer, bang, bang, bang, 
and tbe deer bounded over the river bank, and disappeared 
‘ badly bit.” We hadn’t noticed any change In its gait, but his 
Infernal machine had spoken, bo we acccepted it without a doubt. 
He evidently looked with contempt on the little Winchester car¬ 
bine we had borrowed from Mr. Hasklll, at Ord, but we gained 
his respect In a measure, by knocking tbe head from a chicken, 
and killing prairie dogs at loug distances. 

Five miles mure and we sighted three antelopes, a mile ahead, 
gazing wistfully at us. Our guide said we could not get within 
shooting distance. We insisted, however, and crept within 150 
yards of them, aud were surprised when our boasted Nira Insisted 
It was too far. We had shot a few glass balls, “Carver style,’’ 
and thought an antelope at 150 yards a sure victim, but we sub¬ 
mitted to Guernsey's superior tactics, reserved our dre, followed 
them to the bluffs and got within sight of them two miles away, 
scudding Indian file aloDg a saud ridge. Turulug around to re¬ 
trace our steps, three graceful forms appeared In the valley below 
us. We raised our sight to 300 yards and awoke the echoes. They 
bounded around the kuotl, met tbe wagons, turned In towards 
the bills, and evidently thinking they were surrounded, slopped 
within fifty yards of us. Guernsey opened fire at the one nearest 
to him, and I fired four shots at tbe old doe and fawn, sat down 
on the sand and asked myself If 1 had the “buck fever.” Being 
assured my nerves were all right I took a rest, Bodlue fasblou, 
and fired four more shots. The animals looked in wonder, but 
never moved. We could not understand It. Our chambers were 
empty, and as we commenced to reload, our eye caught our 
sight still up to 300 yards. We glanced toward our slayer. He 
was knocking the sand In showers above tbe buck’s back. We 
yelled to him to lower his sights. The antelopes took the bint 


at sound of the human voice and struck for the hills, one to the 
right, two to our left; guide took the one to the'rlgbt; our little 
Winchester the two to our left; and at our first shot on the run 
the doe turned a somersault with a broken neck. Shot number 
two crashed through the shoulder of the young one, and our 
fourth took effect in its hind parts. We fairly worshiped our 
guide, when we returned to the dead doe and learned he had 
killed her, although he was shooting at oue much nearer and in 
an opposite direction. We did not dispute biiu, but you,reader,can 
probably Imagine how we felt over the flret antelope We didn’t 
kill. 

Loading up our game we drove up to “Jack’e place," the 
ancient abode of an old trapper. A fine spring puts in here, and 
we located a claim for a stock ranch, and unhitched to feed. We 
were now beyond tbe pales of civilization and paths and beds of 
antelope, deer and elk were to be seen on every side. Beaver 
bad cat tbe willows all along tbe banks of the little island oppo¬ 
site. We longed for a few kindred spirits and camping outfit, and 
leisure to enjoy the sport, bat we must turn back after lunch. 
Guernsey bad gone up to the bead of the spring, and beckoned us 
to him. He had but three cartridges left, and we thought if any¬ 
thing was killed after those were fired, we might get credit for 
shooting It. We crept within sixty yards of an old doc and two 
fawns. The latter were lying down, the old one faced us. Both 
guns spoke at once and two balls struck her through the shoulder, 
but they all bounded off as if nothing had happened; two or 
three more shots, and they were out of view. Wo ran up ou a 
sand hill and discovered the old one had begun to get sick, 
Guernsey pat another ball through ber, and his last shot went 
Into the sand. Now we had a clear field, and pumped away as 
fast as we could. One young one with a broken leg and a ball 
through it from tail to breast, crept into some tall grass in a 
basin and laid down. We shot the third one just back of the 
heart; It started off apparently not hit, stopped, stiffened itself 
and fell dead. We went in search of the wounded oue, and for 
the first time regretted having fired. Its great brown eyes seemed 
to ask for mercy, and we could not help but turn away, as our 
guide drew his hunting knife across Its Ihroat,. We had all the 
game we could haul, leaving two with Guernsey, one at the post. 
We brought the balance to Wentworth’s, who prevailed upon us 
to remain the next day. My friends not having much taste for 
hunting, went on to Grand Island. 

We were In the saddle after an early breakfast, and took to the 
hills; deer aud elk Blgns a few days old, ou every side. About 
eleven o’clock as we neared water, Buckshot drove a "white-tail” 
doe out of some wild sun-flowers, not fifteen yards from me, but 
the nature of the ground prevented a shot until she left the 
ravine, nearly 100 yards from us, bat the heavy buckshot turned 
her over as each barrel spoke, but she ran off and Becmcd to 
recover, as she went. Tbe skill of the scout now manifested 
itself. He followed the trail through the grass with his horse on 
a brisk trot, remarking os we hurried along, “See the blood on 
the grass, she’s bleeding very fast, etc.,” but we couldn’t see any 
blond, trail, or any Indications of a wounded deer. The trail 
finally led up a draw and Wentworth said she was making for 
water; but what's that ahead in that high blue joint? I asked 
myself. I thought of elephants and concluded those antlers 
could not belong to nothing smaller than a huge elk. We were 
in range, but was not going to fire as long as it stood looking at 
us, and it never moved till we bad trotted within twenty steps, 
although we were in full view and he was looking at us, he 
made but two jumps aud we bad scored our first black tail buck. 
It was a large one, but as we look at tbe antlers on tbe wall, they 
seemed to have shrunk to one-half their former size. 1 have 
been up the Loop once since, and can report, at a future date, if 
my letters are uot too long and erratic to interest. Non. 


Selfishness.

“ We both have erred I too r»Bh in act. 

Too wroth in word. 

From the beginning have we stood 
lu fierce defiant attitude, 

Bach thoiighlleea of Ihe other s right. 

Aod each reliant, on his might.” 

These lines seem so applicable to those who are now engaged 
In the “game slaughter" controversy, that I, too, am iuduced to 
express an opinion. 

To start with, the impelling principle, to many of these discus¬ 
sions between the different chesses of lovers of the ebase, savors 
too Btrongly of selfishness. The pot-hunter bewails the fact of 
the law —tbe fact that “high-toned snobs" come each year with 
their new-fangled destructive guns and blooded dogs, often kill¬ 
ing more in one day than himself during the entire season. 
He wants more for bimself. 

The market-hunter bewails the lack of game, the fact that pot¬ 
hunters shoot out of season, or should he permitted to shoot at 
all—bewails the fact that the army of men with fancy dogs who 
shoot for pleasure, is dally increasing, and who being usually 
men of ample means, have better facilities for finding game to 
destroy and waste it. He wants more for bimself. 

The “true sportsman” cries out against the ravages of the 
market and pot-hunter. Being usually a business roan, who can 
give but a few days each year to pleasure, he bewails the fact 
that, owing to the vindictive assiduity of the market, and pot¬ 
hunter be Is unable to make a respectable bag, although he has 
all of Ihe modern implements of warfare, lie wants more for 
himself. 

The man who so intensely revels In nature’s beauties that the 
temporal affairs of life concern him not, Is grieved to see game 
killed at all. In all candor I admit that I am one who can spare 
bat a few weeks each year from business, and as a natural con¬ 
sequence do not love the market-hunter. In this vicinity there 
are five men who hunt for the market each year, and I have a 
good chance to see the effect In the diminishing game. This 
Fall, just passed, two of them hunting together have killed fifty 
ruffed grouse In one day, and claimed to have averaged tweutv- 
flve per day. This Is an alarming number when we consider the 
scarcity of birds this year, notwithstanding the erroneous predic¬ 
tions early in the season that feathered game wonld be more 
numerous than for mauy years past. 

Now, although I am egotistical enough to Imagine that I have 
about the amount of “chivalry" which falls to the lot of ordi¬ 
nary man, still I cannot trace the source of my dislike for the 
market-hunter to anything hut my own selfish or envious feel¬ 
ings, although It would sound much nicer should I attribute It to 
motives higher and more noble. Such an acknowledgment Is 
trulv humiliating, and many may hold up their hands in horror 
and "say: “I am thaukful that this man acknowledges his own 
brain to be the ‘Golden Mile Stone’ from which others are 
judged.” However, I am happy to believe that there are many 
noble minds whose protests are publicly recorded, and they were 
not actuated by any sordid motives, but tbe average discussion 
tastes of selfishness. There are more, however, of this generous 
class who have said nothing, believing tbe destruction of game 
In the end to be as certain as the fadlDg of the Indian race. 

We shall never change the natural bent of any class by call¬ 
ing names and taking no blame upon ourselves. The market 



When 
the average “true sportsmen” makes an unusually large bag, 
which might with safety be termed slaughter, bis conscience may 
enter its protest, but It Is after the Injury Is done and the same 
wrong would undoubtedly be repeated, were the temptation again 
as great. During the open season he may not kill one-half the 
game which falls before the market-hunter's gun, but It may be 
in a great measure due to the lack of opportunity, aud when he 
makes hie occasional big bag, he breaks the moral law as cer- 
talnly aa does the market-hunter. None of us know what we 
might do ff differently situated In life, and before condemning 
our neighbor too fiercely, should think of that excellent saying 
“put yourself tu bla place.” ^ , 

The number and functions of the human faculties have long 
been a subject of discussion among physicians and philosophers, 
and while each held his own consciousness to be the standard of 
nature, there was no end to their disputations, and so it is with 
many of the so-called belter clasB of sportsmen. They arc blind 
to their own misdeeds, but quick to discern evil In others, lhus 
the frailties of the better class serve those beneath them with a 
secret apology for their own offenses and—the slaughter goes on. 
Each man has his remedy for the evil, and yet nearly all break 
the moral law. To just what extent this moral law will permit 
a man to go, may be a grave question for debate, but the pleu- 
tlfulness or scarcity of game in the localities where it is found, 
assisted by each man’s conscience, should be the criterion of 
government, and the local or state law should coincide with the 
moral, although 'n many states and localities there is & lamenta¬ 
bly wide difference—In opinion at least. 

The Individual must be reformed before we can reform the 
class, and when the example Is practically set by the higher class, 
wc may expect something better from those whom we now regard 
with feelings akin to disdain. It will require immediate action 
In the so-called belter class. Theorizing 1- worse than useless. 

It Is quite probable that the “true sportsmau” Is more fre¬ 
quently represented In your columns than any other class and 
their reforms and Ideas more often weighed and considered by us 
In consequence, but “ulas for young ambition’s vow!” How 
often do we see reported by these same men, bags of game 
wblcb even the market-shooter would consider a slaughter, and 
yet if we should even hint that these men were anything but the 
very soul of honor, we should be invited to name the distance, etc. 

It is often alleged that there Is no such word as reform known 
in connection with the market-hunter: that so long as game ex¬ 
ists in paying quantities he will market it, hut this is no reason 
why others should disgrace their gravity and honor by a whole¬ 
sale butchery. If by this mode of reasoning the idea should pre¬ 
sent itself that as the butchery diminished in the other classes, 
the market-huuters would Increase,restrain their voracity by law, 
and, as has already been suggested by other writers, pay men to 
see that laws are enforced. 

Such law In Its effect Is practical, especially when we restrict 
the number of head that shall be killed per day, us has been done 
In Iowa. 

Prof Rouey’B suggestions in a recent issue of your paper 
should become law, but 1 would go still further and add the fol¬ 
lowing : So deer should be run by dogs. No man should kill 
in one dav more than teu ruffed or pinnated grouse, quails or 
woodcocks, nor more than fifteen ducks or three wild turkeys. 
Teu years will show these figures to be too high but—enough 
said. ' _ Sibylline. 

Royhoo Reminiscence—A. Bear Hunt In Wisconsin 

Twenty-Three Years Ago.

Editor Cuicaoo Field :—The days drag their weary length 
along, and to a stranger In the country, like myself, who has 
been habituated to a broken timbered country from boyhood, the 
broad sea-like prairies of this region sometimes produce a feel¬ 
ing of unutterable loneliness, so silent is nature in this treeless 
region when wrapped In the snows of Winter. 1 can easily un¬ 
derstand that love, almost akin to veneration, which the Swiss 
holds for his alpine home. In bis mouutain home, at the height 
of almost perpetual snow he was born, and his earliest recollec¬ 
tions carry him back to those peaks, crags and mountain streams, 
that reared their venerable heads high above and’ around that 
humble cot, and from whose sides issued laughing rills that 
wound their way like sil.er threads to the little lake below, or 
the cataract, that plunged with thuuderous sound over the face 
of some precipice or glacier. To him these were objects of ador¬ 
ation, and tbeir loveliness and grandeur: 

» Would steal into his darker murines 
Wilb a mild aud gentle sympathy." 

But I am wandering from the subject of my sketch. Some 
twenty-three years ago my father Bettled In Buffalo county, Wis¬ 
consin, where be still resides. That part of the state is conceded 
to be the roughest land to be found iu the state, but father saw 
beauty In its very roughness, the valleys were rich as farming or 
pasture lands, and above all, the hills and mountain sides, were 
covered with timber that gave splendid “shack” and protection 
for deer, elk, bear and all such animals as were native to that 
region, and which were to be found on every hand. My father 
loved the cha 6 e, and it was hfs inability to indulge in his favorite 
sports that induced him at that early day to leave Ohio and come 
to the “Far West.” I could fill pages with bis and his boys’ 
hunting exploits, but being a little modest tu such things and for 
fear of being accused of spiuoiog huutlug yarns, I will relate but 
oue adventure with a bear, the first one that fell a victim to my 
father’s rifle. 

He went out one morning aDd struck a bear s trail about a mile 
from home. The heavy dew ou the grass showed the bear’s 
coarse as plain as though there had been snow. He followed It 
but a abort distance when it led Into a dense poplar thicket, aDd 
not wishing to venture In, being certain that the bear, In caBe 
he was in the thicket, would escape unseen from the opposite 
side on being alarmed, he left the track, made a circuit of the 
place, and finding the bear had not gone out, he returned home 
for assistance. After discussing the matter some time, It was 
finally decided that my oldest brother, who was about eleven 
years old, should be armed with the old shot gun, loaded with 
buckshot, take the dog, which was true as steel and would 
“freeze” to the 6 tern of a bear quick as thought, go to the trail 
and follow It Into the thlcket.whlle father would station himself on 
the opposite side which was on the bluff side, as a bear In almost 
every Instance will rush for high land when , started from his 
biding place. On reaching the thicket father gave my brother 
full Instructions how to proceed, placed himself Id position, aud 
motioned my brother to enter the thicket. It requires some 
nerve for a boy to venture Into the lair of a bear, aud I am sure 
my brother must have had the utmost confidence in the staonch- 
ness of his dog or the ability of my father to protect him In any 
5 emergency. He had proceeded but a few rods when letting the 
dog go, he star ed the bear alarmingly near. The bear first 
rushed to my father’s side of the thicket, but being severely 
handled by the dog, he turned and ran straight back to the side 
he entered from. Brother Baw the Bmall dry poplars snapping, 
and that the dreadful enemy was approaching; he forgot all about 
how he should pour hlB broadside of buckshot Into bruin, should 
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he but get the chance; his courage forsook him, and dropping his 
gun he shined up an old dry poplar like a red squirrel. He had 
succeeded tu getting up some ten feet about the time the bear 
had reached an equal distance from the tree, when great Ciesart 
the tree broke short off and down he came almost along-slde of 
the bear, aud such a wall arose that well-nigh scared the bear out 
of his senses. His vocal powers soon attracted the attention 
of my father aud he started for the rescue, for the bear must 
surely be trying to make mince meat of my brother, but he had 
not gone far, when back came the great lumberlug bear, making 
an opening through the small dry poplars like a wild steer, and 
emerged from the brush not more than fifteen feet from father, 
and as he caught eight of father, raised partly on his hind feet, 
giving him a sullen growl and a hideous grin. At the same in¬ 
stant father discharged his rifle point blank without even bringing 
the breech to his shoulder. The rifle was a double-barreled muz¬ 
zle loader, and both barrels were discharged at the same Instant. 
The bear dropped ou all fours, rushed past my father up the hill 
a few yards, turned and came directly for him- The whole act 
was performed in an Instant, and father had barely time, to throw 
down his gun and draw his knife, when the bear fell dead but a 
few feet distant. It seemed both balls had takeu effect, one going 
directly through the heart. The bear proved to be a monsler, and 
would have probably weighed, If I at, from four to five hundred 
pounds He measured around the fore-arm, seventeen and a half 
inches, tight to the- skin. His teeth were worn blunt with age, 
aud buckshot and dog-tooth marks were to be found all over 
him, evidently Inflicted by Indians and their dogs. As for ray 
brother, although he has since been In the deadly breach, amid 
the crash and roar of guns, he never felt that he was so near that 
bourne as when he fouud himself falling from that miserable tree 
lu his first adventure with a bear. H- c - 

Binocular Shooting. 

New York. 

Editor Chioaoo Field:— I write to add a few words to an 
admirable article by Mr. Van Dyke, published lu your issue of 
•Jan. 25, the first part of which he devotes lo a logical and sensible 
discussion of the philosophy of the so-called “binocular shoot-, 
lug.” One or two practical experiments, which may easily be 
made, will prove the truth of the fact asserted and sustained by 
him. that although two cyesare opeu one only Is used. Take any 
conspicuous mark, such as a burning gas jet, or lamp flame, at a 
distance of teu or fifteen feet, and, without special care or fore¬ 
thought, point the finger at it, keeping both eyes open. Close the 
left eye aud It will be seen that the aim Is perfect, subject of 
course to such slight variation as one’s Individual sense of 
direction, or the lack of it, may cause; keep the finger in position; 
open the left and close the right; the finger appears at the right 
of the mark, and you have no aim at all. The experiment is so 
simple and coueluslve that tt is unnecessary to dilate upon it, 
but it surely shows that the aim Is taken with the right eye, 
although the left Is open. 

Doctors, aud especially oculists, are aware that men are right- 
eyed and left-eyed just as they are right and left-handed, and It 
has been ascertained that the above experiment, if tried by a left¬ 
eyed man will show him that he gets his aim with his left eye. 
With the left eye closed, the finger appears to the left of the 
mark, and the aim is “off,” which verifies the former experiment. 

Ageutlemanin Englaud discovered (quite late In Ufe, by the way, 
and by this Very experiment) that be was left-eyed, and overcame 
the difficulty In his shooting by having his gunstock bent to the 
right, 30 that the barrels came up to the left eye, while he shot 
from the right shoulder, 

Let some disciple of “the carpenter with his hammer" and the 
“Indian with his bow,” endeavor to drive a nail, with his right 
eye closed and his left open, and a blood blister on his finger will 
soon convince him that the right Is indispensable. Let him then 
close the left—always supposing him to be a right-eyed man - and 
i if he has good luck aud does not “bust” his finger for the sake 
of the argument, he will hit the nail on the head. This experl- 
1 merit is not warranted for the cross-eyed. 

As to Bogardus having improved (if It Is possible for him to 
shoot any better than he did), the fact of his having shot ono- 
1 eyed” for so many years would make it very difficult for him to 
1 lief both eyes, even’if lj were possible. 

; A desire to prevent the spread of a foolish delusion, which 
• seems to be fostered In the minds of the thoughtless by the ghost- 
; like shooting of Carver, is my excuse for encroaching on your 
space, always valuable and constantly Increasing in worth. 

I would also express, in common with many fellow subscribers, 
my appreciation, ‘.not only of the matter, but of the tone of Mr.

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Suggestion* on the Illinois Game Law. 

East St. Louis, III. 

Editor Chicago Fibld:—I n your Issue of .January 25, we 
noticed some suggestions in regard to the Illinois game law, from 
Mr. J. H. Ashley, of Marengo, III. Michael Walsh, Esq., the 
president of our East St. Louis Gun Club, called a meeting last 
evening for the purpose of uniting with our brother sportsmen of I 
Illinois in using our utmost endeavors to got this present legisla¬ 
ture to amend the state game law, so as this wholesale slaughter 
of game birds, In season and out of season, may be checked. 

And the following are the views of said club, that the points 
taken by Mr. Ashley are fully concurred In. 

It may be well to state that our locality being sltuuted directly 
opposite the great city of 8t. Louis, Mo., we are annoyed 
and our game laws are violated to a greater extent by the hordes 
of poL-hunters who dally cross the Mississippi river to this side, 
we believe, tbau any other part of the state; they raid the adja¬ 
cent country for six or eight miles square, shootlugat every bird, 
from a wren to a quail on ber nest. 

Now, it 1 b high time that this order of things should be stopped, 
and the East St. Louis Gun Club are determined to prosecute all 
offenders to the utmost rigor of the law, and hope that the gen¬ 
uine sportsmen of the state will do likewise. 

In this part of the state we think the game law in regard to 
quail should be amended, and we think would have a tendency to 
preserve this highly prized bird, and that would be, to have the 
season prohibiting the shooting of quail between the first day of 
January and the first day of October of each year, for the reason, 
that In October It requires a skillful hunter and a good dog (veg¬ 
etation generally being very rank) to find and kill more than one 
bird at a time, whereas in January, the ground Is usually covered 
with bdow by which the pot-hunter can trail them, and by “his 
unerring aim” murder them by the dozen while huddled together 
as Mr. Ashley truly remarks, under a clump of bushes or bunch 
of grass. 

We would further state that the East 8t. Loul6 Gun Club ludorse 
the proposition of Mr. Ashley, making the fine for killing chick¬ 
ens, grouse, pheasants, quails or partridges out of season not less 
than twenty-five dollars for each and every bird. And we also 
suggest that uettlng, trapping or ensnaring quails or other game 
birds In any manner whatever, should be entirely prohililted by 
law. Aud all persons found netting, trapping or ensnaring quail 
or other gamebirds shall be subject to the above penalty for each 
and every bird found In their possession. And we would further 
suggest, that any person or persons found having In his, or their 
possession any trap, net, snare, or other device for the purpose of 
capturing quail or other game birds shall be subject to arrest, and 
on conviction shall be fined not less than twenty-five dollars. 

At our meeting last evening, on this letter being read it web 
moved that a copy of the same be forwarded to the Chicago 
Field for publication.

Theoretical vs. Practical Sportsmen. —Washington, D. C. 
—Editor Chicago Field. —“C. 8. K.” evidently deems me a “theo¬ 
retical” sportsman, and rather goes for me because I have not 
recorded the exploits of the “practical” sportsmen of this city, 
^oroe of the “exploits” of some of the men he has named, and 
who he thinks are practical sportsmen, do not look well in print, 
aud the performers would rather remain In the back ground. For 
instance, there are practical sportsmen (?) who, for the price they 
bring, shoot woodcock in March aud April, aud quail in August 
and September, or any other months when they may find a sale 
for them. These are the men who keep the hotels supplied with 
game In seasons when “theorists’’ like me, for Instance, would 
wait till the law gave us permission to shoot 

With few exceptions the men he has named are market shoot¬ 
ers, whose bread and butter depend ou their skill with the gun, 
and In my mind there Is a great difference between sportsmen and 
market shooters. 

Another thing 1 waot to know. If we have so many practical 
sportsmen In this city, why can we not keep up a practical or¬ 
ganization for the protection of game, and for the advancement 
of interests in field sports? Four have been started, and after a 
few months of feeble kicking have died without a growl. 1 
would be glad If some of the practical sportsmen will answer. If 
I have tired you with this lengthy article please let me down 
easy. 

One of the practical sportsmen Mr. K. names was shooting New 
Years Day. The day was very cold and the snow was falling 
fast, and thick. He found u small covey of birds, which, accord¬ 
ing to his own statement, were 60 nearly frozen as to be Unable 
to fly far. He saw them plainly on the snow and, walking them 
up one by one, killed the whole covey. This may be practical sport, 
hut I believe some of the “theoretical" sportsmen would have 
given those birds a chance for another season, especially as the 
close season In Maryland had commenced. Jack Skips.

When the case of some old hen that has reared a brood of kit¬ 
tens, or of some friendly sow that has nursed a litter of chick¬ 
ens, comes to be well authenticated, we shall look with more 
favor upon this new fangled theory of the Michigan naturalist. 
But Mr. Martin has cerialnly set a very black feather in his own 
cap by stating that nix female pigeon* wre shot tohi'e feeding one 
equab. Now if any professed sportsman ever signed his name to 
a statement more disgraceful than that,, we have yet to be made 
acquainted with the fact. Indeed, It will go far, very far, with 
all candid minds, especially when connected with his pecuniary 
Interest in the great pigeon massacre, to throw discredit upon 
his whole statement. Spectator.

I pity you eastern 
sportsmen who have to travel hundreds of miles to get a little 
shooting, while we can go out, and In a few hours kill all we 
can carry borne. Qualls are more numerous this year than were 
ever known by the oldest settlers. Deer are very plentiful In the 
foot hills, and if you will Just go a little higher up in the moun¬ 
tains you can get a little of the vigorous exercise of trying your 
hand with a grizzly. G- w. 


Quails in Ohio.—W ooster, Ohio .—Editor Chicago Field :— 
After repeated Inquiries, I have been able to find but two parties 
that have fouud any frozen quails—one covey of nine and one of 
thirteen birds—the deep snow having no other effect thau keep¬ 
ing them very poor. Should we get no more snow or extreme 
cold weather the prospects for next Fall are very good. Am In 
the fields almost every day with young dogs, and dud about as 
mauy birds os last Winter at this time. Spring shooting bids fair 
to he good, as the lakes are or will be frozen over until late In 
the 8prlng, and ducks and sulpes be obliged to linger around the* 
ponds and meadows. 

Spring and Summer shooting 1 am opposed to. I should like 
to see a law in this state making it a heavy fine for any person or 
persons to be caught in the fields or woods with dog and gun 
between Jan. 1 and Sept. 1; extend the close season for wood¬ 
cock shooting to 8ept. 1; prohibit squirrel shooting until same 
date. If squirrel hunting 1 b allowed in the mouth of Juoe, 
woodcocks will be killed before July 4; if woodcocks can be killed 
In July and August, ruffed grouse will be killed before Sept. 1. 

The past season has been a very good one for all kinds of 
game: one man here alone bagged over 2,500 birds, among them 
990 woodcock. ^ Killbuck. 

Cross Shots. —Fort Wayne, Ind .—Editor Chicago Field :—I 
notice In last issue of Chicago Field a communication signed 
J. M. T., claiming that in cross shots at ducks he aud Mr. Ahe 
Klelnman “hold right ou,” pulling In behind and following up 
until covering the game.

The Poplar as a LlGitrsiNO Conductor. S 
—A fresh proof that the upper part of trees, „ 
especially of poplars, Is an excellent conductor a 
of electricity (which only rends or shatters the | 
wood when It tlnds a passage in the trunk) is . 
afforded by Nature in au account of the cttcctB 
of lightning on an aspen (Populue tremiUa I situ¬ 
ate In a wood near the Chateau of Crane, on 
the shore of the Lake of Geneva. 1 he light 
ning chooses, by preference, tbe poplar as a con¬ 
ductor to reach the ground, and tbe case under 
consideration is a striking one, as the tree 
was surrounded by other kinds particularly hrs, 
taller than it. Two great branches, of 18 and 20 
inches diameter, which surrounded it, were 
struck by lightning, and led It to the ground 
without having received the least, apparent in 
iurv while the trunk below them was absolutely 
shattered. Other recent observations prove the 
preference of lightning for trees situated near 
the streams or reservoirs of water. 60 that the 
best conductor for a house is a lofty tree, a 
poplar especially, situated between the house 
and a well, a pond, or a neighboring stream.
